INTRODUCTORY C1IA1*TEU. 


Tirr territories under the control of the IjieitteiianUCiovemnr of 
Bengal coiui»risc Jlegulution uikI Non-lion rrovitireK. The 
lallor conHiKt ot* the Divisions of Asmuii, Chota Nn^|M>ru, and CukIi 
B ehuri each under a ('otunumionor; and the SonUial JVrjnJnnaha, the 
Chiltugon;r TnicU» uttd Cocdiar, KulKMtliiiutc U) CoiiimismoiicrK of 
Bemulation'DivisionB. The Hc^ulation ProviiiocH are dividin] into ci;>'ht 
Ci’inmiHsioncrsUips. These oi^hl Divisions comprise Ihifty-six 
lalion DiKtricts^ each district boin^ under the coutro] of a Mu^'istrato*^ 
Collector. The Non^Ilt'^iduiiou Distrirts immlier nimdwn, inelndimj^ 
the native slule of Cooeh Behur •, and eacli^of Dum* disfriefs is 
t'ontrolled !>/ a Deputy Commisj^ioncr. There are ueeonlin^dv liny-live 
districts within the limits of the Governmeut uf uNulusivu of the 

city of ('ulcuttu. 

Table A in tlto Appendix cxhihils the nuinhor of disiriclH and 
divisioiiB of districts in ouch ComnuKshmorship, and the uivti and jHipula- 
tion of each district :is fur as useortuined. The lij'ures shewing area and 
{K)pnlatioii are^ however, only appn^ximate. 

Tlio salary of a Commts>ioner in the Ib*^idah'oit I’rovinccs is 
Rs. 2|D]G-]0-S, uud in the Nou-li<*;*u]alion ProviiKNN is Rs. 2,50(1, 
in addition, in both eases, to a travelling allowaiiee of Kh. 250 
per mensem. As one of the Commissioners of the Nori^llc^nlatroii 
Provinces (the Commissioner of the newly-annexed lerritory of tho 
Bootan Dooars) ulso administern the adUirs of the Tributary State of 
Coocli Behar, the present chief minor, a [>oition of his salary 

is now paid Irom the revenues of tJiat State. 

In each of tlie Regulation Districts there is a C(dlc(rtor, who is 
also the Chief Magistrate of the dislrietu 1‘here are two grades of 
Collector-Magistrates. The JlrKl grade etmsists of twenty-throe olfl cor ft,* 
the second of thiiiecn; each of the former ru<*civcs a salary of Ks. 
1,916-10-8 a month; each of the latter Rb. 1,500, The Collector of 
Staini>8 in Calcutta, who is a mcmU*r of tho Sikls>rdmuto Executive 
Service, receives a spcM*ial salary of Rs. 1,UU0 a monMi. 

Corresponding U> the Collector-Magistrate of the Regulation Dis¬ 
trict, but Lad ing more varicil jiowers, is the Deputy Commissioner uf 
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«i .Non-Ro^lation District. Hiere arc eighteen Deputy Commissioners^ 
of whom tliree are in the first grade on a salary oT Rs. 1;500 a 
month each ; four in tlio second gnule on Rs. 1>200 ; five in the third 
on Rs. l;000; and six in the foortb on Rs. 800.

In each of the Non-R^ulation Provinces of iVssam and Chota Nag- 
pore there is a Judicial Commissioner corresponding to the Zillali Judge 
of the Regulation Provinces. 

Tlic territorial jurisdiction of the Judicial Commissioner is conter¬ 
minous with that of the Commissioner^ and his salary is Us. 2,()i)0 a 
month. The Deputy Commissioner of the Cossyoh and Jyntcah Hills 
and the Deputy Commissioner of the Nitga Hills have tlie ])oweni of a 
Civil and Sessions Judge >vjthin their respective distriota; the Aseistaut 
Commissioner of the Garrow Hills has the powers of a Sessions Judge; 
and all these officers, as well as the Depnty Commissioner of Luckimporc, 
and three out of the four Deputy Commissioners of Cbota Nagpore, 
(namely, Ilazareebaugh, Maunbhoom, and Singhhoom) exercise powers 
under Act XV. of lSG2totry all ofiencos not punisluible with death 
under tiie Code of Criminal Proeedare, and to pass flentcncoa of impri¬ 
sonment not exceeding seven years. In the Cooch Behar Division the 
Criminal Sessions are held, and the jodicial, nppellate> and controlling 
authority exercised, iu all the districts com]>rised in it, by the Com- 
lAiBsionor. 

The subordinate Civil Judges under this Government are classified 
follows

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There arc 'twenty-two Judges of Small Cause Courts, of whom 

four arc Judges of the Court of 
Small Causes in Calcutta. The 
salaries of tlioso four 
shewii on the margin. 

Of the remaining eighteen Judges, who preside over Small Cause 
CourU in the Mofugsih one nn^ives Its. 1,500 a month, seven Bs. 1,000, 
and ten lls. 700 a* monllt each. Tlie Cantonment Magistrate of 
Barrackpore, Dum-Dum, and Dinaporc are also Judges of the Small 
Cause ('ourta in their respective CantonmenU under Act XXII. of IMl. 
The Principal Sutider Ameen of Sliahabad cierclses the powers of a 
Small Cause Court Judge at Sliahabad. The tottd number of offiaers 
performing the functions of a Small Cause Court Judge isfccurdingly 
twenty-six, and the total number of Small Cause Courts o/er wkicli 
they preside is thirty-six. 

in the Regulation Provinces there are nine Principal Sudder 
Amociis on lU. 600 a month, and sixteen on Us, 400. There is 
no separate ofKcer of this class in Backeigungc, Cutfack, Midiuipovi^, 
Moorshedahad, and Tirhout, whore the duties of Principal Sudder Amc^n 
are conducted hy the local Small Cause ('ourt Judges. On the other 
hand, Dacca ]w three Principal Siiddcr Amcens, and Chittagong, 
Ilooghly, and the 21-Pcrguimahs have two e^ich. Adding to the number 
of Princi])al Sudiler Amoous the cloven Small Cause Court Judgcif who 
arc vested \vith the powers of the former class of ofGoors, thert) are in 
the Regulation Provinces thirty*six officers to carry on tlie work of 
Principal Sudder Amcens. 

In the Nun-Regulation Provinces there is one Principal Sud<Icr 
Amcen on Re. 400, r/i., the Principal Suddfr Amcen of Kainroop 
in Assam. The existing appointment of Principal Sudder Ameen of 
Maunbhoom, ill Chota Ni^>pore, is only tem]»orary. But in the Non- 
Regulation Provinces the Deputy Commissioner is a Principal Siiddcr 
Ameen as well as a Mstgisiratc and ('oHcctor. Two of tlio AKsistant 
Commissioners and one Extra Assistant Commissioner exercise the powoni 
of Principal Sudder Ameeu. So that in the nineteen districts there are 
twenty-three officers hi dispose of cases cognizable by a Principal Sudder 
Ameen, besides the Principal Sudder Ameen of Maunblioom. 

The powers excrcii^ed by a Print i)>u1 Sudder Arncen arc those 
defined in Regulation V. of 1861 and Act XXV. of 1837. One of tbe 
two Principal Sadder Ameens in the 24-Pergimnahs, and the Principal 
Sudder Ameen of Kamroop, in A^m, have in addition the full powers 
of a Magistrate. The Judge of the Small Cause Court at Dacca has 
the same powers. 

There arc twenty-eight Sudder Amcens in the Regulation Provinces. 
With the exception of Sylhet, which has no Sudder Amcen, and of 
Rajshahyc, Eungpore, and Dins^cporc, which liave two each, there ia. 
one officer of this class in each xillah or Judge’s district. 

In the Non-Regulation Provinces there ore two Su<hler Ameens; 
with eighteen Assistant and four Extra Assistant Commissi oners exer¬ 
cising the powers of a Sudder Ameen. 'fhe total number of officers in 
those Provinces comiictent to try cases cognizable by a Sudder Ameen 
is therefore twenty-four.

In the Non-llcpfulation Provinces there arc six MoonsifFs oftlic 
first g^rgde and nUecn of the second |^ide; and these twenty-one Mor)n- 
sifls are diHtri)>utr<l os follows : viz., ten in Aitsam, nine in Chota Nugporo, 
and two in Cachar. 

Ailcliiii; to this numl>rr the four Assistant Commissioners ami 
three Kxtru Assishmt Commissioners, who exorcise tlic powt^rs of a 
Moonsifr, it will be seen that there arc twenty'eiffht olficers to do tho work 
of Moousilf in tho Non-Il<*jfnlution Provinces. The powers exercised 
by Sudder Amoons and Muousilfs are those defined in Regulation V. 
oi* 18*51. Twclyc of these officers hold additional powers, vie., one 
tho powers of a Magistrate, three the ]>owers of a Sulwrdinato Magis¬ 
trate of tlic first class, and eight the i>o\vers of a Subordinate Magis** 
trutc of the second rlass* 

In tho city of (/ttlcut.ta there are two Stipendiary Magistrates on 
Rs. 1,500 and fls. 1,250 n month, and aixty-foar llonoraiy Magistrates. 
There is also a Coroner on Its. 300 a moDth. 

In the iutcrior tho tluriy-six Collectors, of whom mention has 
been already made, are the ('hief Magistintce of their rospcctive districts, 
Tlicrc are thirty-three Joint'Magi^ntos and 333 Magistrates of lower 
gradoB, Of the tliirfcy-tl 11*00 Joint-Magistrates, twenty-two in the 
first grade reendve lis. 000 a mouth, und eleven in the second grade 
Rs. 700 a mouth. Of the Magistrates of lower grades, sixty-two 
arc Honorary, and 274 Sti|>ondiary MagistralcB. Of tho latter, three 
are Military OHicere, screnty-five Covenanted Civil Servants, and 196, 
designated Deputy Magistrates and Deputy Collectors, are members 
of the Subordinate Executive Service. 

<lf these officers sixty-.^von arc in charge of sub-divisions of 
Magisterial districts. Tlicrc ore sixty-niDe such sub-divisions at present, 
of which two in Bhaugulporc are now under one officer, and one in 
Tirhoot is under the direct administration of the District Magistrate* 
. The formation of sovcrol other sub-divisions has been sanctioned by 
Qovernniont, but the arrangements for opening these had not ^en 
cotnpicbid at tho dose of tlic year. Much difficulty is found in providing 
officers to take charge of them. 

Of tlie sixty-sc von officers in charge of sub-divisions, throe are the 
jCantonmcnt Magistrates of Barrack^ro, Dum-Dum, and Dinapoie,

Exc<!utivc Service. The Cantonmeut Mn^xtrules and t\veK*e AHsiHtaiit 
and thirty •five Deputy Muj^strutes exennxe full Ma^isterinl i>owcrs ; the 
remaining Boventoen Suh^Divisional OO'icerx have at ]in'Hcnt powers of h 
S ubordinate Magistrate of the first ohuw, with )>oworH iimler St*ction 
3S of the Code of Criminal Procedure to commit cases lor trial to the 
' Courts of Sessions. • 

The salary of a Cantonment Magistrate of a first eliws Cantonment 
is Us. 1,000; in a second class Canioitmont it is Rs. 700. llarntekp>r<; 
and Dinaporc l)elong to the first chins, an<l Duni^DuTn to the second 
class. But the present Cantonment Mjigistratcn under this Govertuiymt 
continue to draw pay under the old sc:de, that is, a stuff HoJury of lls. 
380 each, in addition to their Military psiy and allowances. \ 

Tiie salary of an Assistant Magistrate rungi^ iVom Us. 400 to 
500. Assistant MagistraUs with powers of u SulHinlinate MngixtraUi 
of the second class, to which they arc restricted until they ]>uss hy the 
first or lower standard of examination, receive R^. 400 a mouUi. 
On passing this examination, and l>ciiig vustsl with tlio )H>worH of a 
Subordinate Mi^^istmte of the first class, they bertomo cntltliHl t> a 
ftdary of Rs. 450, which they continue tn rcciave till lUey pass hy 
the higher 6tandur<l of examination, and arc vcstoii with the full powers 
of a Magistrate and Deputy Collector. Twenty-nino Assistant Magis- 
(rates receive ut present Bs. 500, twenty«six Rs. 450, and twtmty 
Us. 400. •

the exception of two officers, whose salaries, Rs. .100 and 55fl, arc paid by 
the Cooeh Ueliar Stat*^ in which they arc at pnfsent employed. 

Of these ^23 officers 100, os has ]xh:u ali*e;i<ly sUited, arc at present 
employed on Magisterial duties in the Lower Provinces. Of the rest 
some are on the administrative staff of the Non*Regulation Provinces, 
a few are employed as Personal Assistants to the Commissioin^rs of 
Divisions, and the rest on work exclusively connected with the adminia* 


tration of revenue. 

In the Non-Regulation Provinces, there are eighty-sov^ Magisterial 
Officers beside the Deputy Commissioners. Of these Ihirly-tlireo are 
Honorary and fifty-four Stipendiary. 

Of the fifty-four Stipondinry Mapstrates of lower grarlcs seventeen 
are in charge of sub-divisions of districts, of whom twelve ore AssisUint 
Coromissioners and five Extra Assistant Commissioners. 

The Assistant Commissioners, with the exception of the five officers 
of that class in the Sonthal Pergunnahs, arc either Covenanted Civil 
Servants or Military Officers. The Assistant Commissioners of the 
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Sontha] Pergunoahs are meml>ers of the Subordinate Esecntive Service 
of tbe Regulation Pruvincoe on deputation in the Non* Regulation Dis- 
iricte. This is also Uie position of several of the Extra Assistant Com^ 
missioners. 

The Assistant Commissionersi with the exceptions mentioned above, 
are divided iuto two grades: seven in the first grade receive Rs. 000 
a month, and twenty-two in the second from Rs. 400 to 500. Assistant 
Commissioners of the second grade, who are required to undergo 
the same examinations as Assistant Magistrates, are allowed Rs. 400 
so long as they exercise powers of a Subordinate Magistrate of the 
second class, Ks. 450 when vested with first class powers and powers 
of {L MoonsifT, and Ks. 500 when they have full powers of a Magistrate 
with those 'f a Sudder Amecii.

suits and 136 appeab* Thenuml^of 
suits instituted in the courts of first instance during the year under 
review was 322, and in the appellate courts 187, making a total of 509 
suits, which with the suits previously pending shewed an aggregate of 
665 original suits and 323 appeals, or altogetiier a total of 9S6 cases. 

Of the original snits 185 were decided in &vor of Government, 40 
were compromised, and 120 decided agunst Guvemment, making a 
total of 345 suits d^ided, which left 320 pending. Of the 120 adverse 
deevsioos 26 were appealed on behidf of Government and in 8 the deci¬ 
sions of tb^ Lower Courts were reversed, the actual number lost in liti¬ 
gation being 112. Of the appeals 165 were decided in favor of Govern¬ 
ment, 29 against it, and 13 were remanded for re-trial, making a total 
of 227 cases decid^, which left 96 pending. The total number of 
judgments favorable to Government was 370 against 149 judgments 
which were unfavorable to it, and the number of cases pending at the 
close of the year was 416.

diitnct»iB UM^Lowor Frovtocas todtotba being conuaed lu the urst instance 
tiisl of tU pffMioBfc ^ Qf tbe offences defined in 

Chapters 8, II, 16,17 and 18 of the Penal Code. It was subsequently 
proposed that the system should be extended to other districts, and that 
it should bo made applicable to the trial of offences other than those to • 
which it had been at first restricted. In connection with these 
auggestions, it was also nroposed that Judges should be empowered to 
empanel Spe^ Juries for the trial of cases of peculiar difficulty, and 
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that amn^cmeats should be made for preTenting access being had to 
Jurors during the contiiuiance of a triaL All these oucBtibnB are still 
under the consideration of the (rovemmcnt of India> but in the mean* 
time the Lieutenant-Qovemor (Sir Cecil Bead on) before retiring from 
officOj considered it right to place on record his conviction 
that the trial of oSences of all classes before the Courts of Session 
in all parts of the howee Provinces ought to be b^ and that 

the system can be generally adopts without prriudice to the 
administration of criminal justicCj and would be attended with decided 
benefit to the courtSi and incromed confidence of the public in their 
judgments. 

' *Thc High Court on the contrary maintain/ in thdr annual report 

on Criminal Justice for 1866^ that 
the working of the extern in tlic 
* sevcQ regulation districts* in which 
it has beeu already introduced has 
not been so successful as to 
warrant its extension to othor 
places at present. 

POLICE. 

Tbc Police Establishments in Bengal generally are of three kinds, 

ru., (1) the Regular District Police^ which 
PifibrcDtki&iUof'PoUoa. IS paid entirely from tho imperial 

revenues; (2) the Municipal Polioei which 
is paid partly by Government and partly from tbc Municipal Piin<U; and 
(3) the Village Police/which is iq)point^l cjthcr by tho zemindars or the 
village community, and paid, as was explained in the report for 1864*65, 
either in money, or in kind, or by the assignment of lands held on condi¬ 
tion of service. 

Of these bodies the first and a great portion of tho second are 

enlisted and organized under the provi- 
.io™ of Act y of 1861. Ithacbcco 
further decided during the year that the 
whole of the second, whether maintaiued under Act Xa. of 1856 or 
Act 111. (B. C.) of 1804, should be amalgumated with the Begular 
Police; and tho lospector-Osneral of Police has accordingly been 
authorized to carry out this measure district by district within the 
several Police Circles, in communication with the Magistrates and Com¬ 
missioners. A bill was at the same time introduced in the Lieutenant 
Goveruoris Council to legalize the amalgamation »d reconcile the dis- 
crcpuncies between Acts XX. of 1866 and V. of 1861, and this has been 
passed into law since the close of the year. 

The position of the Village Police was full? explained in the report 

for 1864-65; but no further measures 
PoUoa than those then described have yet been 

taken to remedy the defects of ite orga* 
nization, the whole question being still under conrideration.

This proportion 
will shortly be further augmented by tlic towns bciii^^ in accordance 
with the orders of the Government of India and the provisions of the new 
law, called opon to pay the greater portion of the cost of the Police em¬ 
ployed within their boundaries; and a scheme is beingpre^red hr 
carrying out this principle in communication with the ManicipaliUes 
concerts. 

The subject of placing at the disposal of the East Indian Railway an 

efficient (breo of Government Police 
** ^ ^ ^ under the consideration of 

Oovenunent for some years, in connec- 
Uon with tlm numerous thefts and trespasses committed on the Railway 
line and the attempts made Grom time to time to throw carriages off" the 
line. The difficalty which long delayed the evrying out of the measure * 
was the objection of the Railway Company to receive the assistance of 
any Government PoUce> on the ground that they had a Police of their' 
own; and they declined to employ any other unleas the Government would 
hold itself responsible for all foaaea. After a prolonged correspondence on 
this point the Company have at last been induced to accept the oiler of 
Oovemment^ the more luadily as the soi>caUed Railway Police hud no 
legal status and difficult U*s consiintly met them in canj ing on their 
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duties. A force of the strength noted on the margin has been orga* 

nized ondcr Act V. of 1861^ under tlie 
direction of a Special Superintendent^ 
and made arailable to the Company^ and 
this force will act on the main line 
and on all its branches to tlio east 
of the Kurrumn^ssa River. Similar 
_ arningemonts liave at the same time 
bi*en made on the >vest side of the Kur- 
mmnasfld^ in the North-West Provinces^ division of the line. Tlio 
U^ni^d portion of this special Police cnine on duty from the beginning 
of Jonuar^' last, and the fo*Y« having been organized mainly fortmeeting 
the requiroments of the Railway, the contribution of the Itnilwuy Com- 
^ pany towards its cx]>en6e6 hus b^n fixed at three-fourths of the entire cost, 
which, inclusive of all ex]>on5C8^ will amount to Ks. per annum. 

The ordinary work of tho Police was much augmented during the 

year in consequence of the increase of 

ing in most of the distncts of the Lower 
Provinces. Tlie Police were also employed in guarding 67 jails, lOd 
lock-ups, and 141 treasuries and sub-treasuries. Vorioos extra duties, 
such as the escorting of riec and the guarding of relief stores, 
were also thrown on them in consequence of the famine ; but, notwith¬ 
standing all this pressure, the work of the Police gt^nerolty was well and 
elRcicntly performed Tlie general conduct of the Police force was also 
reported to be good. In seven cases of torture or raaltrcaiment the 
persons chaigcd utcrc convicted and punished.

^.ighUorb^d of th. tho Bohar District upon travellers and 

others in the vicinity of the Grand 
Trunk Road, and it was proposed by tlie Police aoihoritios, under an impres- 
Bion that the landholders were acting in collusion with the robl>erB, that* 
under Section 15 of Act V. of 1861 the zemindars and villages should bo 
taxed for the maintenance of extra Police to repress this out-broak of 
crime. Before assenting to this proposal, Government considered it 
expedieilk to warn the zemindars and villages of tbe steps tliat would be 
taken in the event of depredations being continued; and this warning 
has apparently had the effect of putting a stop to the daooitice for tlio 
time. It was considered donbtfid whether a fresh out-break might not 
be expected in the beginning of 1867, but no further outrage has boon 
reported up to date. In the meantime it bos been ordered that the pro¬ 
visions of the existing law declaring the responsibility of zemindara for 
reporting the congregation of bad characters in tiieir estates shiiuld be 
stnctly enforoed, and the District and Assistant Superintendents and the 
Magistrate and his assistant have been directed freauently to visit the 
nei^boorbood where the robberies nsnaUy occar.

purpose, they found it quite impracticable to meet the char^ from the 
commencement of the year 1866-67 s and, as all the taxes raised by the 
Monicipality could by law be devoted only to the special purposes for 
which they were imposed, the permission of the Government of India 
was obtained to the exist^g arrangements being continued for the our- 
' rent year, ponding the intr^uction of a Bill in the Bengal Council to 
enabk Uie Justices to raise taxes for purposes of Police. A Bill to this 
effect has accordingly been introduced, and has been passed since 
the close of the year. As the cost of the River Polioe was sJbo to have 
been borne by the Municipality, another Bill was introduced to amend

In reply it was 
explains that^ in regara to Nopal^ which has a considerable slip of terai 
in the plains^ and the boimdajy of which is for the most part an arbi¬ 
trary line separating villages ocenpied by a homogenous population, it is 
very desirable that there shonld be some understanding b^ween the two 
countries under which the police of both should oo-operato for the pre¬ 
vention of heinous crime on the border, and that,* u the Nepalese Go¬ 
vernment should be unable or unwilling to co-operate cflectually for ^is 
purpose, it is very necessary that it should be prised to agree to some such 
arrangement os that propo^ in the roles. As to the other native states 
contiguous to Bengal the treaties with Booton and Sikbim (like that 
with Nepal) already bind those states to give up heinous criminals on 
the rcij^uisition of the British Oovemxnent, and the Rajah of Sikhim 
being always very willing to do all in his power to assist British 
authoritica, no further arrangement is necessary in regard to that state; 
while, as to Bootan^ it being hopeless to expect the co-operation of any 
local Booteab official, the Police have already been authorised to pursue 
ofibnders across the border under certain restrictions, and, if they arc 
unsuccessful in thrir pursuit, the only remedy is to seek reparation from 
the Government of B^tan. Tlie same rule, it has bc^ suggested, should 
also be made applicable to Munipore. As to the frontier tribes bordering 
on Assam and Eastern Ber^gal, these having bo organized Government 
and being incapable of eo-o|)cration with our Police, the rules proposed 
by the Government of the North-Westom Provinces arc altogether 
inapplicable to them.

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It will be seen that more than onc^foarth of the expenditure wan 
cofered by the produce of the labor of a portion of the prisoners. 

The Jails throughout the Lower Provinces were seriously over- 
TttipvAryiMnnRVMUUi^itAoriroi'li crowdnl during the ycar^ principally^ as 
foreicmpruonowcoiiBctoJ Jtiiii. stated abovCj on account of the Scarcity 

of gr^n which drove the poorer classes to the commission of crime. 
To obviate the evil consequences of this over-crowding early orders 
were issued by Government to provide temporary shelter and special 
guards for the excess number of prisoners; and| with a view to econo¬ 
mise guards as much as possiblej it was suggested that these additional 
buildings should be constructed only at a few of the larger Jails, vh:,, 
such as had the largest enclosed space available for sheds, the prisoners 
from neighiwuriug Jails being tnuisfcrrod thereto for safe custody. 
On this plan accommodation was provided for 600 additiouaf prisoners 
in the Deegah Jail, 200 additional prisoncra in the Hoognly Jail, 
and 500 additional prisoners in the Bcerbhoum Jail. 

The numerous convictions of dacoity and grain robbery in the 
* _ • / Ik. districts afllicted by famine having led 

pri)UUiUini( t]iooui-a<»rotui>i<)xinoQtof to the incarceration of more prisoners 

than could 1)C proiitnbly provided with 
in-door labor, the rules of the Jail Code proliihiiiiig out-dour employment 
were temporarily suspended during the year, and gangs of prison era 
under proper guards were placed at the disposal of the Magistrates of 
districts for employment in tlie cleansing of stations and removal of 
the jungles iu their vicinity. ^ 

Tlie temporary suspension of the general rule prohibiting the 

extra-mural cmploymout of jirisoners 
of pwoew oo oauiour Assam wos ilbticdd iu the report 

for 1864 05. The reasons for which 
this suspcnaiiiu was sanctioned wore the unhealthy condition of tlie 
stations and the extreme difficult of procuring free labor in the 
province; and the order directed that convict lal>or should bo made 
available for improving the stations as soon as a scheme for carrying 
out the necessary works could be matured by the Public Works Depart- 
ment. Much time, however, having been lost in preparing the scheme, 
and the stations in the meantime becoming overgrown with jungle, 
it has been since ordered that the plan for improving each station shall 
be devised by tho Deputy Comminioner of the district in communi¬ 
cation with the Civil Assistant Sni^eon and the Exeentivo Engineer, 
and that convict labor shall be employed in carrying it out to the extent 
available after providing for the necessary works inside the Jails. 

Several escapes having taken plaoe from among prisoners entrusted 

- to the keeping of convict work-overseers, 
MOfirt ttd warders, and gnmJs, and the High Court 

in wipi*** to tiw ciCApo of bt^yiog dccidii that, in the absence ot 
pri*,.«.«u»i«rU«irU«rg.. »ny provision to that effect in the Jail 

Rules, convicU thus employed were not legally bound to keep irf 
confinenieiit tho prisoners committed to their care, an additional rule 
has been laid down by which all convict work-overseers, warders, and 
guards are bound to prevent and report all escapes or attempts to escape 
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whicli ZD ay fall under tbdr notice. Instruciiona have been given at 
the aame time to the effect that^ as a general rulci convicts should not 
be employed as guards when it can Im avoided, except in places from 
which the prisoners in their custody cannot escape without great 
difficulty.

The question of introducing a system of education in Jails was 
Jttl ScUoolf. consiilcrcd during the year. It was 

. found upon enquiry that under existing 

arrangements the usual plan adopted iu those Jmls which had taken 
any steps at all in this direction was that the educated convicts were 
employed at odd Hours in instructing the others. On the withdrawal of 
these convict teachers from nay Jail, cither by transfer or release, 
a complete stop was puf to the course of instruction in that particular 
Jail. To meet this difficnlty and reduce the body of convicts receiving 
instruction to a manageable number, it has been ordered that in future 
the privilege of learning to read and write shall be confined to well- 
conducted prisoners, and that at each Jail an educated convict shall be 
employed iu teaching them the elements of Vernacular education, 
a paid teacher being employed where such educated eouvict is not 
available. The iustniction is to be conveyed in a room set apart for 
the purpose, aud all expenses incurred for the erection of such rooms 
and on account of paid teachers, where they are required, are to be 
debited to the Convict Labor Fund.

The introduction of Act XX. of 1866, with a new code of Kegis-

Act oame into operation from the Ist of May 1866, or with the 
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commencement of the eleven months now 
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under review. Tlie re¬ 
sults of the cppera- 
tions of thb period are 
shewn iu detail iu 
Statement £ in the Ap- 
pendix^ and the totals 
are liero noted on the 
mar^u for easier refer¬ 
ence. TIic total number 
of deeds registered 
was 166^787| agniust 
08jlS3 which ^fgo- 
sents c) even -twelfth s 
of the numl)€r regis¬ 
tered in 1805-66. Of 
these registrations 
02j376 were eompul- 
soryj and 74|411 op¬ 
tional with the parties 
concerned; and of the optional registrations again 45,215 were of instru¬ 
ments afieoting immovable property, and 23,196 of simple money bonds 
or other personal contracts. 

The a^regate receipts of the department amounted to Hs. 
2,93,108-8-8, and the a^n^te expendituro to Rs. 2,07,122-9-10, 
which loft a surplus of 85,385-14-10. By tho reduction of fees 
under the new scale tho average cost to the public generally of register¬ 
ing each document was during the year reduced from Bs. 3-5 to 
Be. 1-12; and the cost to Oovommont was reduced* from Ra. 2-6 to 
Rupees 1-4. But the loss to revenue thus occasioned was mode up by 
the extra and additional fees and penalties realized during the samo 
period. It has, however, become apparent that tho minimum fee of four 
annas is too low, and since the close of the year the permission of the 
Government of India has been received to its being doubled. 

Representing tho aggregate results as to the works, receipts, and 

charges of the depart¬ 
ment by 100 in each 
case the annexed table 
exhibits the proportion 
of registrations effect¬ 
ed, fees realized, and 
expenditure incuired in 
the different Divisions 
of tho Lower Pro¬ 
vinces and iu the Ge¬ 
neral and Calcutta 
Registry OIRces, Tho 
receipts were the* 
greatest in Calcutta, 
and the Patna, Bhau-

Two special Sub^Il^pstrars were appointed during the year, pig,j one 
in Chittagong and the other in Balasorc. 

By the arrangemeuta sanctioned on the introduction of the Bogis- 

tration Act the r^stration districts were

executive charge of Magistrates and 
Collectors, and those ofGcers were appointed District Begistrars ex-officio. 
This plan however, was soon found to work badly, as owing to the other 
im]>ortant and heavy duties devolving on them the cx«officio Begistrars 
wrro not able to exercise a proper 8U|>ervision either over their own or the 
subordinate n^istry offices. It was therefore determined to reduce ilte 
number of registration districts and place them under speciJil officers oh 
soon os the liuuncial position of the department should allow of it. 
llio receipts from registration Imving since considerably exceeded the 
expenditure of the dojiartmciit, it Inis accordingly l>oen proposed to the 
Oovemmont of India that, as an experiment, three special regintration 
districts should l>c formed conterminous with the Divisions of Patriu, 
Kuddea, and Burdwon ros{>cctivoly, and that s^icciui officers should bo 
attached to Uicso, selected ordinarily from the covenanted servia*, their 
salaries being fixed according to their standing, but not to exc^ Bs. 
1,000 per mensem. The work of registration liaving much increased 
in many sub-districts it hus at the same time been proposed to extend 
the principle of appointing apociul Sub-Registrars to those sub-districts 
or groups of subsist riots m which the registration work cannot be 
perform^ with cpioicnoy by the ordinaiy exocutive agency, and per¬ 
mission lias been asked for the appoiiitmcDi of eight additional officers 
for this purpose, who are to be included in tbe subordinate oxcoutive 
eerviee, and who with those previously appointed axe to be distributed over 
the last three grades of that service. 

The officers employed in the Non-Regulation territories under this 

Government, of grades below that of

19th April i86i, when a new scale of 
salaries for oU grades was also laid do^vn. The Deputy Commissioners 
und Assistant Commissioners in Oude and the Punjaub Iiaving suliKe- 
quently received an augmentation of salary under tne sanction of Her 
Majesty’s Govemmeut, it has been since proposed to modify tbe above 
scale and to place the officers of the same gmdes in Bengal on an^jqna- 
lity in regard to pay with those in Oude and the Funjaub, the duties 
penormed by tbe former being analogous to and not less ardnous than 
those lequir^ of the Utter. It has at the same time been recommended 
that tbe Commissioners and Judicial CommissionerB in the Non-Begula- 
tlon Frovinoes under this Government should, in respect of emoluments, 
be placed on a par with the Commissioners and Judges of the Begulation 
Districts, in order that tbe services of officers of thorough experience

nue. The particular question of Magisterial olficee was thus merged 
in the wider proposition raised by Mr. Strachey. Another Committee 
was accordingly appointed during the year for considering and reporting 
on the whole question of increasing the salaries of the ministerial officers 
attached to courts of Judges, Magistrates, and CollectoTS in the 
several districts of the Lower Provinces. But they hod not concluded 
their labors at the close of the year. 

The amalgamation of the offices of Msgistrate and Collector, which

was a year or two smoe enectea also in 
the 24-Fergannahs. Experience shewed, however, that the heavy work 
of that disl^t was too much for one officer to carry on even with the aid 
of a large staff of Covenanted and Uncovenanted Assistants. A proposition 
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has occonlin^ly bccD made to the OoTemment of India for revtyin^ the 
district of Baroset which was amalgamated with the 2i>Pergunnah8 in 
1861.

cious in their demands. The result of these differencoB was that the 

ryots of a fiumber of villages, who bad been in the habit of cultivating 

indigo for the factory under the conditions current ir^ all Tirhoot, anc! 

who had this year, up to the time when the disputes broke out, btHUi 

engaged in preparing the lands for indigo, Kiiddeuly united in refusing 

either to finish the preparation of the lands or to allow tho factory to do 

so, and this led to one or two collisions with the planters^ servants, whieli, 

liowever, were not of a serious character. 

On those dispiites being rejiorted to Government the local officers 
were at once dire^nl not to interfere executively in tlie matter further 
than by maintaining the actual possession of individuals and preventing 
any breach of tiie peace. They were to leave all questions of right to laud 
aud of the legal obligation of the lyots to cultivate indigo for the 
factories to the decision of the courts, and to impress on tbo planters 
the wisdom of viewing the subject in a brood and conciliatory spirit, 
especially with reference to the statement that the cultivation m cereals 
aud other crops offered larger inducemonte to the cultivators than indigo 
at the rates now paid for it The Police were ordered to be strengthen^ 
in all villages where disputes had arisen. 

Tlie aspect of affairs has since apparently chang^. In most of 
the early cases which came up for adjudication the decisions of tho courts 


X the year with regard to tlio cultivation 
of indigo between the ryots and the 
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were in favor of the foetory, the ryoU being eonvicted of cnAinal 
treepass under Section 447 of the Penal Code; and this at once led 
to a more aubmidsive tone being aasumed by the ryote and to the 
oompromiBO of many of the pending soita. The necessity of increasing 
the rates paid for indigo has been at the same time recognised by 
seyeral of tbo Tirhoot planterSi and the Pandoul ryots have come 
to terms with the factory. In connection with the system of sub- 
letting, and its attendant evils which obtained in the Pandotd 
concern, which holds most of its lands in hrm from the estate of 
the minor of Durbun^ah, which is now under the management of 
the Court of VVsirds, an enquiry was being made at the close of the year 
into entire question of the relation aubsisting between the farmers 
and ryots in the Durbungah Estate. 

An article having appeared in a native newspaper condemnatory 

of the Hindu practico of taking 
Biodu jiTtdics of lakina tick ponpu to people to the rivcT side to die, 

tdoptiDg Diuuurto fitf puuios 0 MOP to ik which was behcved to hasten or 

even to cause many deaths, enquiries 
wero mode unniRcially with a view of ascertaining the prevailing 
feeling of tlio Hindu community on the subject, and the cxiiediency 
or otherwise of Grovcrtimcnt iut4?rfering to put a slop to the custom. 
The information obtained shewed that the practice was confined to 
tlie districts bordering on the river Ganges, from tho confiiience of 
the (rreat Guuduek opposite IMna to the dcltuence of the Bhagiruttee 
Itelow llajmehul, and tlieuce along the course of the Bhagiruttee by 
Calcutta to the sea ; that the orthodox Hindus drew a distiuction 
between ^UH^aJafra, the proctioo of taking sick persons to tho river 
side to die, and auh/yali, that of immersing the lower half of the 
body of the sick person in tho water of the river, (tho latter 
practice being not absolutely enjoined by fhe Shostros though 
Mlieved to carry with it a certain promise of salvation;) and that 
the educated portion of the Hindu community considered tho whole 
oeremony repulsive, thongh they did not wish that the Government 
should interfere with it. The conclusion arrived at, on these pre¬ 
mises, by the Lieub nantrGoveruor (Sir Cecil Beadon) was that though 
it was not ei^pcdient absolutely to prohibit the practice at present, 
the Government could safely take measures to discourage it openly, 
and also to regulato it by requiring that in every such case a notice 
should be given to the Police of the intention to carry a sick 
person to the river side, such notice being in the form of a declaration 
signed by the nearest relatives of tlic sick man to the effect that 
there wsis no reasonable hope of bis recovery. It wag directed that 
where practicable this should be accompanied by a certificate to the 
same eOect from the 'medical attendant of the sick person. The Govern¬ 
ment of India, however, did not consider it advisable to fbUow the 
oourse proposed. 

Several petitions having been presented to Government for the 

enactment of n law to restrain the abuses 
for rntriiainf tJ»^»bn#w attending the practice of polygamy 
rrSHW-*'” among certain classes of Hindus, and it 

appearing from theee and from the 
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notices taken of tkem .by the Native Press that the g^reat bulk of the 
more advanced section of the native community were anxious to have 
some chock placed on a social abuse which had become intolerable^ an 
application was made to His Excellency the Oovemor Genera^ under 
Section 43 of the Indian CoanciPs Act, for permission to introduce into 
the Ben^ Council a Bill for the prevention of polygamy among 
the Hindus in Bengal, except under certain spccifiod circumstances. The 
Government of India,, however, doubted whether tlic popular feeling in 
Bengal was sufficiently prepared for legislation on this subject, and also 
remarked that the propos^ measure, at the some time Uiat it would 
restrain the excesses of polygamy, would have the cifoot of giving legal 
sanction to its adontion within ^c prescritied limits, an objection which, 
in the opinion of the Government of India, wus entitled 
weight than the LicutcnunUUovemor i 4 >}>oarod inelinixl to concede to 
it. On these considerations the Oovemor General in Coimcil desired 
that no Bill should be at present introduced, but that fiu'ther 
enquiries should l>c prosecuted. Acting under these dii'cctions the 
Lioutonant-’Goventer appointed n Committee, consisting of some of 
the Icmting mcmlwrs of tlie native i^ommunity in Calcutta, asso** 
ci&tcd with Messrs. Hobhousc und Prinsep, with instructions to 
mature a sekeme which would put a stop to the evils complained 
of, without, on the one hand, alTecting tlio gcnoral lil>crty posscssod by 
all Hindus of taking more than one wife, or on the other giving 
express sanction to tit at liiM>rty by a legislative enactment. The rc])ort 
of the Committee was submitU^ towanls the clouo of the year. 
The Koolin Brahmins being the cla^ to whom the* excesses como 
plained of were almost CNclu.Hively confined, the Committee gave a sketch 
of the oriein of this denomination of Bralijnjps and oftlio various 
classes of Koolins existing at the present day. They also enumerated 
the customs now prevalent, from which the alleged abuses (which 
they believed to be cxagL^rrated und on the decliue) took their rise. 
They further proved very charly that these customs hod for the most 
part no warnint among the approved authorities of Hindu theology, 
'ihua far, in the opinion of the Committoo, the path for legislation 
Vas smooth enou;;li, as a declaratory act might l>d posscil setting 
forth the law on Uie subject uf pol}%mmy and making any 
infraction of it penal. But the report fitrlher shewed that, although 
the chief abases of polygamy would lK^ condemned by a reference 
to the authorized Hindu law, this law at the same time warranted 
the supersession of one wife and the contraction of subsequent marriages 
on many grounds which in the eye of English law were frivolous 
or untenable. They therefore pointed out that, owing to the restriction 
imposed upon them that logsA sanction to polygamy was not to be 
conveyed, they were unable to recommend ev^ the passing a decla* 
ratory Act of the kind stated above, and in this view the Lieutenant 
Ooveroor now concurred. In the meantime a Despatch was received. 
from the Secretary of State, in which he objected to tnj measure 
of a legislative character being adopted at present, as it did nob 
appear that a Urge mmority of the people even in Bengal were 
against the practice of polygamy, apart from the special abuses practised 
by the Koohn Brahmins.

their grants^ a rale has been added to the Waste, Land Rules by which 
the e.'Ue of a lot purchased previous to Ist January 1^67^ which 
has become liable to be sold for arrears of purchase money and intcrestj 
is held to be a sufficient satisfaction of the claims of Government 
a)*aipat the dehiultiug purchaser on aocouut of such loty and a purchaser 
of mof^* than one lot is permitted on application before 1st July 1867 
to rolioquish any entire lot and to transfer all sums paid on behalf of it 
to the credit of other lots in his occupation, the payments for which 
have not yet boon completed. 

The terms on which the unappropriated hinds in the Soonderbuns 

were proixiaod to be ^nted to Mr. 
Schiller were noticed in last year's 
report. Tlie Secretary of State subsequently directed that the precise 
onnditionH on which it was intended to place Mr. -Schiller in poesession 
of the Intids should be submittetl for his approval, and that there 
should be a distinct provision for the pm'ment of the first subscription 
promised by Mr. Schiller of .C]6U,001) to £180,000 within a rca<(oniib1e 
time, as evidence of good faith of the projected Company in carrying 
out their operations. Mr. Scbillor has been accordingly asked to 
organize a subs^ntiul Company within a year, and he ban been informeil 
at tlie same time thuf, on the Com]>any laying down the specified deposit 
within two yv»« from the date of tlie Ikwpalch of tlie Sw^rctary of 
State, poitans wilt ut once Ix^ iasuod in their favor for the lands to be 
made over to them, either under the Hides of 1853, or under any modifi- 
cation of those rules which may bo 8i»ccinl1y arrangeih Id Uie mean* 
lime no frctih granU of land in the Soonderbuns are to be made to other 
parties withiu the year allowed to Mr. Schiller for orgauizing the 
Com]>any. 

Mr. Schiller’s applicuUou also included the lease of the fisheries 
in the streums tnivcrRing the Soonderbuns, with manorial rights. The 
rights tx'fcrred to having been thus vaguely specified, it has not yet been 
decided whether the concession asked for shonld be granted. 

While these questions wore p<mding consideration, leases of the 
forest products of the unallotted portion of the Soonderbuns were put up 
to auction, in convenient blocks, for terms of five years, with a reserva¬ 
tion to Government of tlic power to cancel any lease on giving 
six months’ notice] and nil these blocks, with the exception of six, were, 
for want of higher bidders, knocked ioxsn to tho Port Canning Com¬ 
pany. Subsequently, on the grant of the entire tract of unallotted 
Soonderbuns beiu^ promised to Mr. Schiller pa behalf of a new Soon- 
derhnne Reclamation Company which he whs about to form, six months' 
notice of canoellation was ^ven to tlie Port Canning Company os 
required by the terms of their lease. The formation of the new Com* 
pany being afterwards temporarily postponed, the Government of India 
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wrote ilmi it vfWX be no more than just and equitHblo to allow the 
notire to remain iiioperativa> and to permit the leoeo of the forest 
prcMiucta to nm on for tbe presenti in Ute expectation that Mr. Schiller 
will form a Company to whom the unappropriated Soonderbuns will bo 
^nted; or that, if necessary, a fresh lease should be given, as su^^ted 
by the Board, sufficiently guarded by a clause enabling Oovornmont 
without question to re-enter on possession on six months' notice." On 
tliisi instructions wexc issued to the Board to prepare a lease in the 
manner laid down, the lease being not for tivo years from the date of this 
order, but for Hxe tuiexpircd portion of the term of five years for which 
the original lease was gmnt^. 

A suggestion was also made by Mr. Schiller that tlie 
derhuns should be formed into a separate district with Port Canning as 
sudder station. This was still under consideratiou at the close of the 
year. 

Seven hundred and eighty-five estates, with a revenue of Its. 40,723, 

were sold for K8.4,38,515 for Ujc recovery 
^ aiTcars, and of' these 70, }>ear- 

ing a revenue of Rs. 9,888, were purchnsi'd 
on behalf of GovemraCDt for Ks. 67, whilo the remaining 7U9, 
bearing a revenue of. Rs. 80,885, w'ere Iwuglit by jmvaie individuals 
for lU. 4,53,468. The balance for wbich these cstutos wore sold 
was Rs. 17,298. Tlio only Regulation District in which there were 
no sales was Balusore. 

In 80 cases purchasers forfeited thoir deposits undci; Section S3 of 
tho Act, and in 20 the proprietors regained their estates. Fourteen 
estates, ae|iaratcd under Sections 10 and 11, were sold with a revenue of 
Rfl. 21,730 for Rs. 3,51,870, for dues amounting U; Its. 1,5 78. The rights 
and intea*sts in nineteen estates were sold for Rs. 2,250 to recover arrears 
due from other estates amounting to Rs. 2,3^5. The rights and interests 
in thirtv-one other estates were sold for Rs. 20,470, for the recovery of 
demands other tlion land revenue amounting to Ks. 45,038. 4,474 estates, 
bearing a revenue of Be. 6,26,139, were exempted from sale under 
Section 18 of the Act. 

There were 20 appeals against sales preferred under Section 25, and 
in two of these cases the sales were annulled. In live cases the 
annulment of the sale of potty estates was recommended la Government 
under Section 20. 

One hutidred and ninety-five separate acconnts were opened under 
Section 10, bearing a revenue of Bs. 87,191. The total namber of such 
accounts opened to the end of the year was 3,044, I>earing a revenue of 
Ba. 16,07,728, of which four accounts, bearing a revenue of Rs. 1,536, 
were clos^ by the sale of the whole estate under Section 14, leaving open 
3,040 accounts, bearing a revenue of Rs. 16,06,192. 

The separate a^^eounts opened under Section 11 were 46, bearing a 
revenue of Ks. 4,647. The total number of accounts of this description 
opened during the year was 608, bearing a revenue of Bs. 1,16,844. 

Thirty-five tentuta were admitted to common r^istry, making a 
total to the close pf Uie year of 2,090 tenures, paying a rent 
14,13,971, CD an area of 3,767,466 acres. The parent estates affected 
were 1,178 in number.

The present BctUemcnt of Cuttack, which ha<l been made fur a tfrm

permanent settlement was considered during the year, but, owing {rarity 
U> the Imckward state of cullivution in many of the districts, aud parity 
to the inoxiHHlieucy of undertaking immediately alter the recent Tumi no 
such an enquiry as would be a neoi^sary prclimiimry io a permanent 
HetUoment, it ww pro|H>sed to the (lovcnimeut of India that the pnmiice 
generally should be settled »g;iin hir a further period of thirty yearn, tlio 
settlement tH.nng bastHl ou the enquiry matlc on the Inst oeeashm, but 
moditied ho ns Ui suit the altered eircnmstanecs of the times, and the 
general knowledge now pfmscsKed of the cou<Iitioti of the country. The 
changes euggcslctl accordingly were (I) the im]KMilion of un additional 
assessment of four annas in the rui>ce on cnltivuUd lauds^ the price of oil 
pnxluee having itouicnsely increusLd; (2) tliu rclitKinishment of 50 per 
cent, of the gross rental in favor of the xeniindars and inh^rmodiato 
holilcin, with a view to give (hem a larger interoHi in*the improvornent 
of their estates than they liavc hitherto enjoyed; and (tl) jicrmissinn to 
make a jiermaocut seUleracut of ti)o.se estates, tlic semindars of which 
might either now, or during the currency of the proposal thirty ycarH* 
setUeineiii, lie able to shew that tlieir estates were in a miflicienUy 
lulviinced state of caltivation to warrant such a settlement without any 
undue saeriliec of revenue. 

The Government of Iiidia, however, was of opinion that the in<uli« 
ficatioriB pro])osod by this Government could not well l)c autliorized witli- 
out making a detailid enquiry into the actual condition of the estates at 
the present time, un<l, as it was incx|>cdieDt to subject the agrieultnral 
population of the province to the harassment and annoyance uf such on 
enquiry, it was decided that the existing sottlement should be renewed 
exactly as it stood for a period of twenty years. Ihc term of tho new 
aetilcmont has since h^n extended to thirty years. This decision has 
been communicated to the people of Orissa, and measures were being 
taken lor carrying it out at the <ioso of tho year.

The n^coipls on 
account of import dues from all other articles were Ks. 3,984, against 
lie. 5,915 of the preceding year. 

The nnmber of Euroixsin ships that visited the Port in 1866-67 
was 30 with a tonnage of 13,347 tons, against 81 ships with a 
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tofiBage of 11^385 tooe which came in in the previons year. The total 
numW of vessels tiiat visited the Port| including native craft, was 619 
against 855; and the total amount of port dues realised was Rs. 14^045 
against Ks. 14,573. 

The Government of India having ordered the formation of a 

Committee for instituting a thorough 
Rcfi^o ot CfutAi Tahlb. revision of the existing lorifTs of valua¬ 

tion all over India, the Collector of 
Calcutta Customs, and the Junior Secretary to the Board of Bevenuo 
were appointed to represent this Government on the Committee, and 
i^T, V, Schiller to represent the nnTcantilc interest of Bengal. The 
report of the Committee was s^ibmitU'd direct to the Government of 
India and lias been dealt with by that Government. The Tarifl's, as 
now sanctioned, arc laid down in Act XVII of 18G7« The principal 
alterations inir^uced by the Act are that the export duty on grain of 
all kinds has been raisc<l from two to three annas i>cr maund, the export 
duty on saltpetre and the •import duty on all machinery have been 
removed, and the import duty on sparkling wince and liqueurs mised to 
one rupee and eight annas per im|>erial gallon. 

The expediency of imposing a higher dnty than two annas per 

maund on the eximrt of gniin from Bengal 
inereMcddiiejM tbetzpoTtof WAS also rccommcnded to the Govern- 

ment of India in a minute recorded by 
the Lieutenant-Governor on the 28th of November last. The sugges¬ 
tion was mademot only as a permanent increase of finance rendered 
necessary by the growing expenditure of Government and the dilTiculty 
of devising new nnd aj>proprittte methods of taxation, but also as a 
means of cluH^king the exportation of the staple fcHxl of the ]>eop1o when 
prices had risen bo high as to indicate the aj^pniach of scarcity. The rate 
of duty was proposed to be augmented from two to six annas per maund. 
The report of the Tariff Committee above noticed, which was Bubmitted 
to the (Government of India on the 7th of January lust, propoaetl how¬ 
ever an increase of one anna per maund only, that is fiom two to three 
annas, and tins having been adopted in the Budget Statement for 
1867-68, has been I^^lised by Act XVII of 1867. 

The East Indian Railway Company, being desirous of using Johoro 
ft. , > *v j sleepers on tlieir line, suggested 

inty kvi«d on Si,.ga- 
« pore timber should be removed. As tlicre 

was no reason for treating tliat timber differently from the timber 
imported from other places, it has been recommended to the Government 
of India that the levy of import duty on all timber fjom foreign iwrts 
should be abolished. 

Much inconvenience having been felt for want of snfBcient wharf 

accommodation at the Custom House 
nailing pf Uip the Collector of Customs was anthoriaed’ 

in Sepifimber last, to double the wharf¬ 
age rates, ss a temporary expedient for affording immediate relief, it 
having been first ascertained that ample gdown aecominodation 
was available to the tnerohants at the Calcutta ^nded Warehouse at the 
same rates ss those heretofore charged at the Custom House. Since 
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vhen» orders have been issued to the Public Works Department to 
expedite the' ooostmetioD of the new sheds at the Custom House which 
arc urgently required^ and one of those buildings bus already been 
commenced.

only one rupee in excess of the rate charged for private golahs, this dis¬ 
tinction iKing observed to avoid any appearance on the part of Govern¬ 
ment of competing with the owners of private warehouses. The n^nt of 
private goluhs having since fallen, the wveniment rates have also lH>on 
reduced from 7 to 5 Hupocs for 1,000 maunds from December 4865, so 
as to equalise them with those of private golahs. The rates charged by 
priv^ parties from time to time have varied from those charged by 
Ooymxnent to tho extent of Re.

150 per mensem, 
with two per cent commission on all sums collected upon his aesessmont; 
and for the other districts of the Tjower Province* an Assessor Deputy 
Collector on Rs, 200 in each, with an albwaace of Rs. 50 a month for

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^Btablisbrneut. These Assessor Depoty Collectors when appointed are to 
be vested with the powers of a CoU^or for the purposes of the Act; and^ 
in the meantune^ all CoHectors in the Regulation Districts and all Deputy 
ComniiHsioners in the Non-Regulation Districts have been vested with the 
powers of a Commissioner for the hearing of appeals. In AssaiTi the 
olassifieation of tax-payers has been authorized to be entrusted to the 
mouzadars under the supervision at hcad-<[uartor8 of the district officers; 
and in the Southal Pergtmuahs the entire work of collecting the tax has 
been ordered to be ploc^ in the hands of the AMistont CommisBionor.

SECTION VI.—PUBLIC WORK^. 


aENEBAL 

The expenditure on Public Works in Bengal has been some¬ 
what under a million Kterling, and compred with the expenditure of the 
previous ycsir would indicate that there has Ixnm less done during the 
year 18(5(>-07 than wns done in the year preceding, in which the expen¬ 
diture was over a million sterling. Such is not in reality the state of 
the case, for the commencement of the oSicial year having boon advanced 
one month, there liave only boea eleven months of actual work in the 
year 1868-67, the month omitted being one of the good working months 
of the year. It may be said that the expenditure was about the same in 
both year^. 

.The principles on which the expenditure was mode are nny 
much the same as thoee of the previous year. The rcHtriction placed hy 
the Government of India on the amount appropriated for Military works 
necessarily prevented any portion of this sum being diverted to othei* 
purposes, and after setting this aside and duly attending to the ordiniiry 
wants of the various departmente and branchof the administration, 
the remaining sum has been devoted to meeting the more urgent wants 

a 
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of boUdin^ required to caxry out the improved • administration of the 
Civil Dop^ment, and to pushing on the various Hoes of coihmuaication 
in tho territories under this Qovemment. 

The greater part of the expenditure on new works has hiken 
place in thia direction, over 33 l^hs of Rupees (£380,000), or about 
one^third of the total expenditure having been spent in oommimicationi; 
or, if repairs be included,—and they, i. e,, the maintenance of old roads, 
arc perhaps of^ more importance than tho eonstniction of new lines,— 
the total expenditure on thia head becomos nearly 4'24 lakhs of Rupees 
(£425,000) which is very little short of half the actual expenditure. 

A considerable sum (£150,000) has been spent in Civil 
Bhildings. 

Large as these sums arc they go hnt a small way towards 
keeping pace with tho development of the oountry, and they l>arely meet 
the most urgent wants of tho provinces under the Bengal Government. 
Local Funds for the construction of roads and other works of public 
improvemeut have unfortunately boon falling off of late through causes 
which need not be entered into here, but the subject has occupied much 
attention, and it is expected will ahortly be met to some oxtont. The 
provision of the large sxims of money required is undoubtedly a question 
of veTT great difficulty. 

\Vork has boen carried on this year under special difficulties, 
though those arose from different causes to those notic<^ last year. Lost 
year'« work was considerably paralyzed from tho want of officers 
withdrawn for the Bootan campaign, or absent from their duty in con* 
sen^uencc of ilincss coutracted on that service. This year tho famine i» 
Orissa hns produced tho same effect, as it bocame necesBnry to largely 
reinforce the establishments in that Province, and early in tho working 
season officers and subordinates were sent to sMist in the relief 
operations. As ot1)pr considerations were not allowed to interfere with 
supplying xneu for the famine relief works, Uie consequeuce lias been 
that the work of the Department elsewhere has been carried on under 
great disadvantages, both as n^rds the actual number of persons 
available to superintend and carry on the work, and also as regards 
efficiency, for the officers sent to Oiissa were picked men. The difficulties 
iiavo b^n increased by the Engineer Establishment being generally 
flhorUhanded daring the most valuable part of the year. 

The progress of work in the Province of Assam has been 
facilitated by the importation of lalior, but the exact results of the 
measure have not yot ^en fully ascertained. 

There were several changes determined on or 
arrangements of the Department during the year.

Circle free to give his undivided attentioo to the relief and embankment 
operations in Orissa. With the umo ohjoct the relief of the Superin* 
tending Eo^necr from his duties of Consultuig Engineer of Irrigation 
was determined on and approved bv the Government of India. It was 
not, however, practicable to provioe an officer for the new post during 
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the year.- The works at Bamckpore, Ixhapore, and Chinsurah were 
sejumted * from the Garrison En^m^criM Division^ and fornted into a 
separate Division in order to provide more efficiently for the construction 
of the new Barracks at Barrockpore and the Powder Works at Ishapore. 
The /essore Roads Division was abolished and the works tlirOT^m into the 
Nuddea Local Roods Division, the prof^rcss of the Railway Feeilors in 
both Divisions having been sulfioient to allow of this being done. 

1^0 operations of the Department will now be noticed in 
detail following the same order of the uiuiii hoods into which the work 
is usually divided as last year:— 

MILITARY. 

It has not been i>ossible to carry out much actual work on the 
new Barnu^ks to be erected for the £urr)|M*an Troops in Bengal in conse* 
quenoe of the length of time taken up iit the settlement of preliminaries, 
but much 08 this delay is to bo regretted, it is indispenwble before incurs 
ring w> large an expenditure as will be calI<Kl for on account of those 
ImildinuH to investigate all circumstances and to weigh all objections 
roost thorouglily to avoid wasting public money, or frustrating the 
object of BO mucti expense by carrying out the work iu on imperfect 
niuuuer. 

'J'he report of the Local Authorities at Har^reebaugh was 
submitted to the Goverumont of India eiwly in the your and the question 
seemed virtually to have been settled ; the manufacture«of bricks was 
pushe<l on, and two obnoxious bazaars were removed; but the question 
of the fitness of Hazareebaugh for English Troops has j^^t^mtly bisen re¬ 
opened by Hts Excellency the Comnmndor-in*Chief and must await 
further discussimi. 

The sites at Sinehall and JoHapahar near Darjeeling were visited in 
May by the kte LieutenaDt-Oovemor in company with the 

principal ^ifficiuls concerned. Tbt question was diseusseil and considered, 
and His Honoi's opinion and recommendations were at once communi¬ 
cated to the Government of India, the levelling of the sites was put in 
hand and u FqHx;ial Officer was appointed to puisne certuin necessary 
investigations und to arrange the details. Ou oousidoration of the 
information thus obtained and on the rc]>ort of the UKtud Committee it 
was determined to reduce the Garrison, and on IIU Excellency tlie 
Commander-in-Chief subsoqucntly visiting the place the question has 
come fonvard for fresh discussion. There has nut however been any 
real delay in consequence of this, as timber cutting and seasoning lias 
been in progress and the manuiacture of bricks has been pushed on. 
The bri<^ season at Darjeeling is limited by cHmato to five months in 
the year and the season of this year was very bad, owing to frost and 
latterly to rain. 

The thorough reconstruction rcqnircd for Dinapore, and the 
limited ground available at that place, together witli other causes, raised 
the question of whether, since so much hud to be done, it would not be 
best to remove the Cantonment to a new situation on the Railway, and 
a carefully selected Committee was appointed to report on this question, 
ll wns uccesjfary, however, to observe the extent of the floods at each 
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proposed new site, and the Committee cOtild not report ontil after the 
rainy season. The report was unfortunately incomplete in some im** 
portaut |)ointa, and iurtlier information had to be obtained. 

At Barrackpore the arranji^ments were settled, a quantity 

of material was collected and work commenced. In future, jurOgreBS 
should be good. 

The alientions and additions to the Berbampore Barracks 
progressed fair It during the year, but the work was retarded by delay at 
the Coaaipore Foundry in supplying the girders. 

The watc^r.supply of Fort William lias been brought to a success* 
ful issue aud is now in mcciyc operation; the following interesting remarks 
have been extracted from a mcmoranduin by Captain S. T. Trevor, b. x., 
Garrison Engineer, tlie officer who has designed and carried out the 
work 


According to the last census, the population of Fort William 
comprised 2,050 £uro))oaQ8 and 1,828 Natives, which, with the Military 
men residing in the Conductors^ barracks in Hastings, make a total of 
say 4,000 souls who are supphed with water. The actual daily con* 
sumption of water measured from the distributing reservoir is as nearly 
as possible 64,000 gallons, which gives a rate of 16 gallons i)er hood. 
This is a much smaller consumption than was anticipatea, and it 
includes all such uses as watering roads, dashing dtuins, &c., &c. The 
average time taken to pump the day^s supply of water into the dis¬ 
tributing reservoir is four hours, and the average height to which the 
water is nused is 70 feel. The cost of pumping, «. e., of coals, labor, 
grease, &c., actually used in pumping, is Rs. 10 a day, which gives 

a rate of one pice^ per 100 gallons of 
te 0 -«(p iM.ptnoj, water. The whole cost of maintenance 

of the water-supply, including cleaning and rc^iairing buildings, tanks, 
pipes, &;c., &c., is estimated at Be. 500 per mensem, at which rate

j| Wttor-camen. five times as cheap as it could be supplied 

by bheestees.ll But comparing its cost 
with that supplied by some of the large water works in England, it is 
about tcu times gnsater, which is due to the very small scope of the 
works herc.^^ 


The completion of the work renders it unnecessary now to employ 
at times brackish water of the river for any pur|) 08 e. 

The additions and alterations to the Cartridge and Percussion Cap 
Factory at Dum-Dum, which were required for the improvement of these 
important manufactures, have been completed. Good progress has been 
made in rembdelliug the Gunpowder FWtory at Isbapore, which is being 
greatly enlarged and improved to bring it up to the state of efficiency 
necessary to meet the reqairements of toe present day. These improve¬ 
ments arc very extensive and involve much work. 

Up to the close of the year 1808-67, some 2| lakhs of Rupees had 
been expended on the new buildings. Many of these are completed, 
and others in good progress. Almost all the new buildings have been 
roofed with teak shingles, a mode of construction not previously 
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practised m Ben|>al, but required by Uie peculuir nature of the work nnd 
necessary lit order to dmuuish^ act lar as possible^ the liabiHty»to danj^cr 
from au explosion. 

Various circiimRtances have combined to delay tho rq)ort of a 
Comnlittee on Hit amiDgements rG<iuired for a lur|^ iSilitary Hospital at 
the Presidency. A very complete but cxi)eneivo scheme wa^ received just 
alter the completion of the year under review^ and will receive notice in 
the next report. « 

A new Kncket Court has been builti and a new Rifle Ran^ 
has been nearly compIete<l at Chiiisurah. At Dinapore, a Fivers Court, 
Slaughter-house, ond HcM])ital Guard-room were oomplcled dtirin^ the 
year. Tho General Hospital wua ultcrud and improved iu uccoi^anee 
with the epociul wishes of His £xce11cnev the Commaiidor-iu-Chiof. 
Stables for tho Artillery arc in ]>ro^ress. Tnc Hruinage works in the 
Cantonment of Cuttack have boon all but completed. 

Tho Post of Dewan^ri wus abandoned iu November 1800, hut that 
at Buxa ia still held. The defemxfi of the pbu.^ have been iin[»roviH], and 
many buildings of a tern] horary character ei'ccted. 

Mnu}* minor w<irks of emu 11 individual importance, hut cohltng 
H considerable sum in tlic uggrogute, have been carried out ui tlie various 
Military Stations in Bengal. 

CIVIL DUILDINGS. 

Considerable progress ban been made during 3 'car*wit}i the large 
buildings at the Presidency, the moat important works of their cbiss at 
present in Bengal. , , 

The whole of the stone and brick*work of \he High Caurt> has 
been completed up to tlie eomioe, first floor, with tho excejition of the 
south verandah arcade, which was delayed owing to the non-arrival of 
the carved caps from England. The groining iif all vcrundolm is (a>m- 
plete, and the first floor girders have hocTt hoiatod and fixed. 

In the New Post OfGce, the lirick-work of the rotnnda has beim 
. completed and is ready to receive the dome. The six enlumiis wliich wc^re 
dismantled in the cast verandah have been rebuilt. Progress has been 
made in paving and other minor matters. It (jp]»cars probable that the 
Telegra]ih Department cannot be accommodated in this building oh was 
originally intended, and the question of erecting a suitable building for 
that Department is under consideration. 

The Sailors’ Home for unemployed seamen has been completed 
during the year, and arrangements made for the out-offices. As soon as 
these hav^been bnilt the Ifome may l^e entered upon. 

The foundation and brick-work up to ground level of «the Imperial 
Museum has been completed daring the year. This work should now 
make rapid progreas. ^ 

In the New University also the foundation is nearly complete 
notwithstanding delay in acquiring the land and great difliculfies Irom* 
the unfavorable soil. 

The eight Sheds of the Pauper Hospital and the Steward’s House 
have been completed. Temporary out-officc4 were erected for tho use of 
the sick of the famine. 
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A n^w Afisa^ Office has been constructed and iraprorementa have 
been carried out hi the Mint, the Lunatic Asylum at DuUundah, and 
in several other Civil Buildings at the Presidency. These alterations and 
improvements have added considerably to the usefulness of the buildings 
concerned^ while they have cost a considerable sum of money. ^ 

Thore]>ortof the Committee on the Civil and Military Hospitals 
has already been noticed wider tlie head Military; the remarks there 
made apply here. • 

The works in the varinns districts of Bengal under the head 
of Civil Buildings^ though individanlly smaller^ have not perhaps been of 
less importance than those at the IVeeidency. 

improvements in the Civil and Criminal 
Court-houses which were commenced in former years have been sys¬ 
tematically carried on during tlie past year. The following have been

JaiU ,—Tlie questi^'n of Central Jail a has pmve<l to be one of 

much difficulty. The (ilans for donblc-storicd radiutinjr buildings which 
were submitted by tho Government of Dengul were disapproved of by 
the Ooverument of Indisj mainly on the score of ex]>i'n(4c, the proposed 
cost of Rs. 550 per prisoner being stated to W double the prevail]^ 
rates elsewhere^ and oeing considered too high. A plan in use iu the 
Upper Provinces bos b^n forwarded for giiiduuco oinl luhiptAtinu to 
Bengal. The voluminous plans and estimates tor a syntem of buildings 
of this deecription have not yet been completed^ and it is impossible to 
say wlut tlie cost m:iy bo^ but os walls of sun-driod bricks of which these 
Jails are constructed in the Up|)cr Provinces will not suit iu the damp 
climate of many parts of Dongsd, and other ultoratioiu will be rtxjuisite, 
the cost of tho buildingH at tlie higher rates prevalent in Bengal must 
be more than elsewhere. The ])rc|>aration of material bus hneii ordered 
for the Central Jails at Utizurccbaugli, Nuddoa, Dei'guh ami Mi<lnuporc» 
and under tho orders of the Government of India o commencemunt of 
work on the Upper Country plan will l>e made. 

The Central Penitentiary for European Convicts at Hozarcobaugh 
has been pushed on and is nearly complete. ^

Silucaiional.^'ln the Ne» CoUe^e ai Berkanpon excellent progreaa 
hafl been made. Nearly all the nocceaary materiaU have now beenSbllect- 
oi, and the walls have l>een raised to a ^uaral avera^ heij^t of ZO feet. 
The University Building in Calcutta has been already mentionod. No other 
Educational Buildings of importance have been built during the poet year. 

Bcclcnasiical.-^Th^ new Churches at Pumeah and Oya are 
completed^ those at Cachar^ Arrohi and Motcoharee are nearly so. 
A new Cemetery has been made at Oya, and those at Sahebgunge, Dar> 
jeeliug, Cuttack, and Cachar improv^. 

lEBIGATION. 


A large quantity of work has been done to the embankments 
in Orissa, ^is has been partly to alFord relief, and partly on acoount of 
the great damago done by the unusual floods of lut season. 

The greatest exertions have been nuulo by the officers concerned 
to repair end improve the embankments for the coming flood season, la 
the throe Cuttack Divisions about lacs of Rupees were expended on 
embankment rei»air. It was expected that all breuuhos would bo closed 
by the 15th of June and many miles of embankment raised above flood 
level. The embankments regarding which most serious apprehension 
was entertained were those on the Kursooa River at Doltorra and the 
Bcnga near Faxilporc. It was also feared that some length r of embank¬ 
ment on the Mahanuddy and Sookpyka Rivers com?< 1 nut be sufficiently 
raised iu time. While so much was being dune on the Government 
Embankments, those of the Zemindars necessarily occupied the second 
place, they have, however, been since taken up, and it is hoped that some 
good may be effected. Of the various lengths of Sea Bund north of the 
Uharor^ River, the Bidaiepore Bund is the only one which was not 
txjieciei to be completed this season. Its repair was delayed by the 
great want of labor. 

A very extensive investigation was made by Capiiin Harris 
daring 1856-59 with the view of r^ulati^ and controlling the floods of 
the large rivers of Orissa, bnt the extenrive system of canals and con¬ 
nected works brought forward by the l^ast India Irrigation and Canal 
Company caused the matter to be set aside, and now a modifleation of the 
works to be undertaken by the Company and the floods of the last year 
have caused the matter to be taken up again with a view to its disposal 

iu a comprehensive manner. A com¬ 
mittee, as per margin, hasb^ appoint^ 
to report on the subject, and survey parties 
were authorised for the collection of the 
necessary data. This will occupy some 
timo, and the progress hitherto inade has 
not been all tlmt could be wished, partly 
owing to the difficultv and couseqaeul 
delay of nroenring qualified persons, and partly to other causes. Oper¬ 
ations will be vigorously renewed as soon as the season will admit of it.

Several £iteratioD& nud improvemej^U bavo been found denirable. 

Hie embankmenU in the 24*Pefg^nnaha, the Damoodah^ 
TnmlSbk^ and Midnapore Diviaions are for the moat part completed onee. 
Hie work in these Divisiems is mainly of the diameter of repairs. New 
embankments aire conatraeted from time to time at points where the 
encroachments of the Hvera have endangered the old ones. New sluices 
are constructed where necessary for purposes of irrigation or drainage. 
Such works, though of considerable importance as ensuring tlie protect 
tiou from iToods of large tracts of highly cultivated countryi aad 
requiring much attention and the expenditure of large suras of money, 
do not require particular notice. 

The better r^ilation of the floods of the Damoodah, Roop« 
narain, Selye, and Qmye Hi vers haa, for some timci been a subject of 
acknowledged importance. With the approval of the Government of India, 
the Executive Engineer, Turalook Division, is now engaged in prelimi* 
nary enquiries preparatory to a full investigatioix of a portion of the 
subject. Lieutenant J. M. Heywood, a. a., an officer speciully appointed 
for the purpose, was employed during the past cold season in an explora* 
tion of tho upper roaches of the Dumoodah River ami its tributiirios, and 
completed a very full and intcresiin*/ investigation, but his health foiled 
and he was obliged to proceed at once to England. The report of bis 
proceedings is expected immediately. 

Considerable progr^ has been made during the past season on 
‘ tlie works of the East India Irrigation and Canal Cumrany. The Secretary 
of State having desired that the Company should^lie aided in the 
prosecution of their works by advance of funds from Government 
treasuries, these advances were ordered in l^cbniary last and have since 
then been continued. The present state oi‘ the worim is as follows 

A'or^V TTtfir.—The object of this weir is the regulation of tlie 
q^uautity of water which shall flow into the Mahanuddy and Katjooree 
rWers respectively, and its construction was consecjncntly the first step 
towards carrying out a general system of irrigation. The original 
proposal of the Company to cany off the surplus water by large eacapes 
Mtween embankments was n^iived by Government on account of the 
great coat of the land required, and this matter cannot be again iakeu 
up until th^ Emliankment Committee have submitted their report. The 
embankment on the left flank of the weir failed during a flood of last 
August, owing to a slip of the lubbie^work at the junctiou of the 
embankment with the revetment wall of the weir. The revetment wall 
has now been prolonged beyond this point and the embankment raised. 
The upper apron has been carefully fucked. 

^KendraparaA, Canal.—The excavation of' this canal is reported by 
the ^mpany's Agent to be complete for 26 miles, and the next 4 miles 
to Attobooa are expected to be ready by the end of July. 'Hie survey ^ 
and levels for the extension to tide waters have been t^wved and are 
under the considerati<m of Qovemment. Sixty'miles of distributaries 
are cemplete, 10 miles in hand, and 40 staked out, ready for commence* 
ment. These distributmies command nevly 60,000 acres. Lock No. 2 
is nearly complete, and No. 8 in good progresa. 
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TaUunda ExcavEtion is in progress orei* 19i ioifesi of 

which the tlrsi 8 are half completad. Two brid^lurve been coi^menc^ ; 
arrangement haye been made to employ all light labor gangs available 
on this cunal during the monsoon. 

MaeJk^^aen Brand, —^The first length of the Machgaon 'branch 
was sanctioned daring the yearj and work is in progress along 4 miles. * 
Hi^A Level Caao/.-^Water has been let into this canal for a 
length of 11 miles. From the llth to the 2l^zid miles^ two only^ the 
14th and 18th, are as yet uncommcnccd ; the remainder are more than 
half finished. One-half of the distance from the 22nd to the 84th mile 
la under excavation. The lathee girder bridge over the Orand Trank 
Road, 5 miles from Cuttack, has heen opened to traffic. Five distribu¬ 
taries have l)een partially opened, of which No. 1 extends 10 miles and 
supplies water for irrigation. 

Midnapore Canal,—Tbiu canal is open for 20 miles between Oolo- 
bariah on the Ilooghly and Pauchkoorah on the Cossye River. The 
locks at Oolobariah and Dainan arc completed, and that at Bansbaria 
commenced. Water was brought from the Cossye by a temporary dam 
and distributed for irrigation lost working season. Thirty miles of 
distributaries from this part of the canal have been marked out, of 
which 13 miles arc finished and 14 in liand. Iho MidDajMre aniciit 
has made good progress. This length of canal has been excavated to 
half section for 0 miles, and the remainder is in progress. Prom this 
length, 00 miles of distributary have be<m lined out, of which 12 miles 
are complete rnd Cfunmand 50,000 acres for irrigation. 

Tidal Case/.—‘This canal admits of inland navigation from Calcutta 
to a place callcdi Qaligai, within 25 miles of Jelluaore on the Soobun- 
rccka. Two roaches, 9 and 18 miles in length respectively, have beea^ 
cooiploted. One lock is in course of construction. 

The appointment of a special oiTiccr as Consulting Engineer to 
the Government of Bcn^ in ilio Irrigition Department has been 
sanctioned, and also the aepatation of a Deputy Collector, to explain to 
the pef)plo the advantage which will arise to them from the use of artifioal 
irrigation. This officer was ajipoiutcd at the express Bolicitation of the 
East India Irrigation and Canal Company and is paid by the Company. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

The attention of the Imperial Establishment has boen principally 
directed to poshing on the main lines of communication. 

Grand Trunk S<>ad,^}{ the several large bridges remaining to be 
completed tbc Morhur Bridge has been opezi^ for traffic. The Boorya 
Bridge (of 16 arcbes of 74 feet) near it has been completed to the extent 
of T arches. The difficulties which were noticed Ittt year as haying 
occurred at the Borraknr Bridge have been snccessTully overcome and 
good progress is now anticipated. The principal work remaining to be 
done at the bridge is the constmetion of 2 piers on deep block foundation 
and setting up 3 of the girder spans of ISfi fbet each. 

l^aina Brand Hoad,—Thin road is &r advaneed towards oompletion. 
The seven iron viaducts are complete in all respects. Six briox-work 
viaducts of 8d4 running feet of waterway have oasn completed daring 
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the and three others of 656 foot approach compktiou. Six bridge 
affordi 11^^272 foet of waU^rway.are in progress. The ibuodatiou of the 
north abd^tment of the Jumna Bridge has bow got in after some difficulty^ 
owing to the presence of water. 

Siamftpore and Soaree Road .—On this road one timber trussed 
bridge of 4(^ feet span has been oompletedi the abutments of five others 
of SU and 40 feet span are ready for the snperstructuro^ and those of 10 
are in progress. Twenty-six culverts have been oonslructedi and 12 moro 
are in progress. 

Oanget and DaijeeUny Road .—The portion of this mad which lies 
in the ordinair plain country is now metaUed for its whole length fre^ 
Caragolah to ailligoroej with the exception of a gap of 6 miloe^ whicbi 
it is expected^ will bo completed during the present season. 

Terai This is a portion of the last road> and during the year 

considerable progress Las been xnado on this road. Seven lakhs of cubic 
foet of earth-work were executed, leaving only ] i to complete the embank¬ 
ment. Metal has been collect^ for 6 miles out of a whole length of 8, 
and has boon laid down for 4 miles. Timber sufficient to complete nearly 
the whole of the bridges has boon coUeoted. The malaria of this portion 
of the road at curtain eeasons, and the anuoyancu experienced from awarins 
of insects, have greatly interfered with progross. 

Darjeeling lliU Cart TliU is the Hill portion of the Ganges 

and Darjouling Road and the first s<x^tion has been completod 2 years. 
Of the second or lower eoction of this road, 22 miles iu length, 6 miles are 
still incomplete, but four of these have b^ opened out to nearly full 
width, and bridges and culverts construciod. Tlio remaining i mifes arc 
of great difficulty, rocky and precipitoas. About half Jtlic work on these 
2 miles has been done, but progress was interrupted from failure iu the 
su^ly of gun-powder. The work is almost entirely blasting. 

CultMi Trunk Road,—From Calcuttv to Midn^^xiro this rood has 
long been metalled. From Miclnaporcto Rajghat, on the Soobunreka, 4I> 
iniW, 16 miles have been metalled, and the remainder is in progress. On 
the next length of 88 miles through theBolasorc Division metal has been 
laid down for 21 miles and is collected for 21 miles more. The next length 
of 46 i miles up to Cuttack is metalled throughout, except a small gap near 
the B^iumoe River, which will be made good shortly. It is hoped that 
this line of Trank Road will be open throughout for mall carts by the 
close of the year 1868. Ihc Md^ng of this road has been pushed on. 
Out of 60 bridges in the Balosorc Division, 42 will be complete by the 
close of the present working season, and the romaiudor vriU probably be 
completed a year later; the bridging in the Muhanuddy Division is 
complete. 

Madfoe frontier Road.^^^yB road connects the Cattack Road with 
the ^adras system of roads and completes the hmd communication 
between Calcutta and Madras. It was taken in hand as a work for relief 
of famine. Fair progress has been made. The earth-work of 10 miles has 
been completed and six miles partially metalled. It is believed that this 
road coula be opened for rapid^raveiling in two moro working seasons. 

Cuiiaei and Pooree aoad.^^TWxa is a branch of Che Cuttack Trunk 
Road and is extensively traversed hy pilgrims to tho shrine of 
Juggernauib. It also was taken up as a r^f work. The earth-work 
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is very nearly complete along the whole length of 50* miles,- and the 
metalling of H miles near Fooree has been commenced. 

Soufpere Road, 150 good deal of work wasdontf during 

the year towards the opening out of this road, which runs through the 
Tributary Mahals and connects them with Cuttack* ^ 

The (Jnttack aiul 'HtUlnitdaA Hoad and ike Cutiaci and Patamoondee 
Road wei'c remodelled throughout their length, 15 miles and 16 miles 
respectively. It was pro[V) 0 ^ to extend the latter* of the above roads for 
10^ miles to Aiil as a (amine relief work, and work has beeu carried on 
by light labor gangs over some 2 miles of the extension so as to afford a 
deal of relief. 

The excavation of a new l)oat channel at False Point was com¬ 
menced ; though the work wus a very diffietdt one owing to the 
heavy jungle in which it lay, oonsideruble progress has been made. It 
was expeotiHl to be completed in time to prevent the communication 
with the Light-house being cut off during the rainy season. 

dofaw Trunk Hifad.—^tne advance was made during the year in the 
construction of this road ; but the magnitude^f the undertaking and the 
numerous difRcnlttes in the way make it impossible that this Trunk Line 
can be c*<»mpIoted, except at a great expenditure, under a long period and 
without si>eciHl arrangements. The question of a Railway to Assam has 
been brought forward as being the moat si^ecdy and effectual, and as not 
perhaps being the least economical mcai>s of opening up a communication 
at all seosouH. 

The present aU\ie of this road is as followsStarting westwards 
from Dibrooghur 30 miles of road are completed, leaving 60 miles to 
be conKtrucUxl vjpk>Ui ^^orehout. Tins road only requires good ferries at 
the croHHiijgB of the large rivers to complete it us a fair-weather road. 
From Jorehaut to Komurgoog on the Dhunsiri River, 30 miles, piolimin- 
ary survey und levels made this year shewed the necessity of a change 
in the alignment proposed. Starting again eastwards from Gowhatty, 
the road is complete (or 7 miles, and a detailed survey was this year 
carried 7 miles Airther to tlie Kullotfg River, and the line of roud laid 
out. For the next 20 miles a trial line was selected as far as Bograh 
Hill, and the road from that point to Nowgong has been accurately 
laid out and earth-work commenced. Leaving Gowhatty towards the 
west, 17 miles of road have been completed and 10 arc in progress up to 
tlie Salmara River. From the Salmara westwards, a survey was carried 
for 30 miles and three routes to Gowalpamh were explored. - 

The Frontier Road from Dibrooghur to Suddya has been rendered pass¬ 
able for troops, and the Dibrooghur and Jeypore Road much improved. 

The road from Nowgong to Ix>wkowa was accurately surveyed, and 
its improvement commeno^. 

C'uuyak Hill Trunk Road.—A set of levels was carried 02 ^iles 
from Go^utty to Shillong ri<f Marbesu for this road. On the south 
face of the Cossyah Hills a careful exploration was made to find a 
practicable descent to the Sylhet plains *iu continoation of the Hill 
Trunk Road. It is believed that the difficulty has been overcome, but 
the exploration could not be entirely oompleM this season. The con¬ 
struction of the Hill Trunk Road was actively recommenoed, but stopped 
in Decei^ttcr by order of Government. Eighty rnWfm of road are open 
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to half widths of whidi 10 were executed this year in spite of difficultiesi 
such as b^vy rock-cutting, &c. 

Bifney fiant BridU Hoad^—K line of levels, 62 mOee lung, was 
run on this route. 

G^whatty to Vofioiiy BrldU B>adj 80 On this road, 27 

timber and rubblo bridges and two masonry ones were constructed 
daring the year. The roM has been made passable for ele|)haut traffic. 

SylkH and CacAair Bead. —Tlie present state of tbis road is as 
follows For 60 miles the earth-work is two-thirds done, permanent 
bridging commenced, and temporary bridging complete thix>ughout« 
For the last 12 miles the work is less advunc^, but tem]X>rary bridges 
are provided at all but the two largest rivers. 

Hylaiandy ValUy Boad,—t\x\s is a branch of the above. Great 
difficulty is found in carrying on work owing to tho want of labor. The 
planters were requested to assist in tliis respect, but none have come 
tbrwaitl as yet. 

On the Bridle Road betwoen Shillong and Sylbet by Lniknkotc and 
Lacaiit, 20 miles are now opened out to a widtha>f six feet from the 
Bogaponce Biv^r to Tunginuih, and a trial line baa been traced six miles 
further towards Laeaut. The adaption of this route for tho descent of 
the Cossyah Hill Trunk Road to the Sylhet plains la, however, barred 
by the necessity of placing the terminus of the line at a point on the 
Surmah acoesaible to steamers from Calcutta all the year round. 

The Bridle Road from MoHong by Cherra Poonjee to Bolagungf, 
80 miles, is being extended 5 miles further to Comyauygunge on 
the Puiiie River for the convenience of traffic. Tho line at present ends 
in tlic swampy Terai at Bolaguuge, and in the early ^nd latter portion 
of the rains, when there is not enough water in ilio Bolagnngo Nullah, 
travellers and goods are obliged to make their way a<^roes country fmm 
Bulagungn to the Peine River at Comiianygunge, and the want of a road 
is a great clrHwhaf;k and source of delay. A great quantity of miscella¬ 
neous road and survey work has been executed in Assam and elsewhere 
which it would bo tedious to detail. 

Feeden iq the Aai^/ryr.^The whole class of Railway Feeders have 
been construct^ from the Income Tax and Local Funds, supi>lement6d 
by Imperial grants. 

It is needless to enter into a doimlcd account of each of these 
important roads; they are all to be raised, bridged, and metalled. The 
following will give a general idea of their state

Bongong and /sMOfs.—Nineteen miles of this road, which is the 
Imperial Road between Jeesore and Calcutta, have been metalled as a 
continuitiot^of the Chogdah and Bongong Fee^» 
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'CalcitUa and South* Basiern RaUway, 

daJaiaUf to KaUapore,—T!hi» road has been completod with cul¬ 
verts as on unmet&Ued rood. 

CJv}/ OJiceri,—The work executed on the district roads under Civil 
OfBcers; is usaolly of the character of repairs. 

NufkUa Ripen,—Operuixons were commenced on the Bhagiruttee 
early in October to keep open the navigation of the rivers. The entrance 
channel, on which work was for the most part executed, and which was dry 
lost Year but open in 1864-03, is about 4 miles below Luckipore on the 
small arm of the Ganges. This channel was kept open throughout tl^e 
year 1806-67, with a l^t depth of 6 or 7 feet of water. The least dcptli 
on the shoals throughout the river was, with few exceptions, 3 foot. 

It is feared that there has been ag^iin a falling off of revenue 
from the toll collections on the rivers: this is owing to various causes, 
but chiefly perhaps to the abstraction by the East Indian Railway of 
much of the tramc which used to pass down the rivers. 

Calcutta and EaeUm CatiaU,—Oa these canals there has also 
been a falling off of revenue to a considerable extent, no less than 
Rupees 80,233. Tbe main cause of this is undoubtedly the bad state 
of the canal, which is* much silted up. It is said also *that some trafRo 
has been diverted the South-Eastern Railway. The re-cxeavation of 
tbe canals is essentially necessary and will have immediate attention. 

MISCELLANEOUS PUBLIC IMPBOVEMENT. 

But little work under this technical head has been executed during 
the post year. , 

Improvements have been continued to the Strahd bank at Calcutta. 

The drainage of tbe Calcutta Maidon was completed and is acting 
well. Improvements in progress in the Eden Gardens were completed 
and this place of recreation much improved. 

Id the Midnapore District ecvtrtl laige tanks were excavated: 
another was commenced at Bbuddruck. These works were undertaken 
as famine relief works. A proposal has boon brought forward for the 
improvement of the sonitarv eoudition of the station of Jessore by 
shortening the course of the Bh\rab Uiver. The scheme has been 
warmly supported by the zemindars, has received the approval of 
Government, and its execution now only awaits the provision of the 
necessary funds by those interested. 

An 'attempt is being made to bring back the River Dibro at 
Dibrooghur to its old channel from which it was diverted by tbe 
works undertaken to keep out the floods of the Mekla. The success of 
the experiment is doubtful, but is much to be desired for the sanitation 
of tbe Cantonment. 

Boring were made at the Sand*Heads to ascertain the p<»sibi- 
lity of placing screw pile light-houses at the mouth of the River Highly. 
Tbe results have been reported to the Government of India for reference 
to the Chief Engineer or Lig^UHooses. 

SST1BLI6HMZNT. 

Great difficulties are always experienced in eetablishments. Sickness, 
with its attendant leave, changes, and transfers always causes ii^nvcpence 
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at)d delay in carrying on work. T1)e ontAhlishments wlien complete and 
in full work ui*d no more tlian aafScieiit to carry on the ordina^rv wurks. 
Thifl year the relief worka in Oriasa have aa already noticed taken away 
a great many oflieera and it has l)een impoaaihic to i*epLace them.

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Table No. III. exhibits the working of tlio passenger tmIHc on Uio 
metropolitan section of the lino, or between Calcutta and Hurd wan, a 
distance of bS miles. Tho only noticeable foatare in this^ table is tiio 
fact that practically the whole of the Intermediate Class traffic is con- 
fiued to this section of tho line, and it is understood tha}, acting on this 
result, tho Railway Company have ceased to attacb*tbft class of carriage 
to their through trans. 

Table Id. 1 in the Appendix exhibits the results of tho goods traffic 
which arc highly Tavorable ; for, while in quantity this traffic hus increas¬ 
ed 0*4 per cent, the receipts from it have incream 35per cent. 

Tho increase in receipts from op goods traffic notwithstanding the 
decrease in weight carriod is due to a revision of tho tariff. 

A severe flood in July iiyored the bridges over the Gopai and 
Biickessore Rivers, and totally swept away a small bridge near the 
Boddiafa Station: the traffic was conseqnoQtly interrupted, but owing to 
the streiiQoua exertions of the Engineers, passenger carriages went 
enabled to be passed over the line within seven days, and the line wan 
completely re«opened for traffio in three weeks. Owing to the sevem 
trial caus^ by this flood to many of the bridges, steps have been taken 
to render them more secure in future, and new bridges are in course of 
erection for the waters of tho Copai and Buckessore Rivers. 

With the exception of the above accident, the train service has 
been regularly worked thronghont the year; there was, however, a great 
want of punctuality, the percentage of late trains during the year having 
been 28*3, and the average detention of late trains two hours: during 
the lit half of the current year there has been a most satisfactory im¬ 
provement in this matter. 

Further attention has been given towards the improvement of the 
apeommodation for 3rd class passengers; tho carriages have been altered 















and are now lighted at night. The lighting of the Btation piatforms is 
also being! gradually improved. 

There have be^ very few aeddenta to trdns during the year^ and 
nono of a serious natare; there have been a fow cased of derailment of 
portions of trains by running over baf&loee straying on the linoi but 
with no more serions effect than the damage of a few chairs, &o. 

The introduction of coal fuel in the Kortb-West has practically 
put an end to the numerous losses by fire. On pne occasion, however, 
a third class carriage caught fire, and one man was killed and five 
injured. 

CovsTBcenoN.

The works for the Chord Line between Soetaramporo and Luokoe* 
serai hare been commenced, and arrangements have been made in Eng¬ 
land for the early supply of the Permanent Way materials required for 
doubling the lino between Kbanoo and Seetaramporo, and between 
liuckeoserai and Allahabad. The large lauding stages for Howrah and 
Anncnian Oh&ts are being put together, and the wells for carrying the 
shore ends of the connecting bridges are being sunk. 

Tlio now Over-bridge at Chandmareo was constructed during 186C ; 
it has since been opened for traffic, and the old bridge is now in course 
of run I oval. 

The Delhi Jumna Bridge was completed during tlio year under 
review, and the line was opened into Delhi on the Ist January 1807. 

The works on the Jubbulporo Line were pressed forward with groat 
energy, and that line has since beon completed and opened for traffic.

It is satisfactory to find that the native traffic has not been 
prejudiced by the prevailing distress. 

Tabic M. 8 in the Appendix exhibits the merchandise traffic of the 
year in comparison with the previous yoars. 

The lamentable filing off in the prospects of the goods traffic is 
Accounted’ for by the failore of the Company's large iron jetty at 
Canning in the month of April> and the alarm occasioned by the con* 
tinned encroachments of the river on the Strand lioad. The decrease 
in the weight carried was 182^887 maunds; bat the receipts shewn 
slight increase over the previoas year^ dae to the revision of the tariff 
at the commencement of the year under review.

The train service was worked thronghout • the year with commend* 
able punctuality and safety to the pablio; only one aocidont of a 
serious nature having occurred to a passenger, and this through his 

want of caution, not from negligence on the part of any 
servant of the Bailway Company. 

The deep water jetty at Canning was very seriously injured in 
April; four of the largo cylindrical mlos oanyi^ the northern end of 
the T head were undermined by the oddyiag action of the current and 
fell into the hole so formed: this was followed by a severe slip of the 
bank, which destroyed a number of the screw ipiies carrying the shore 
portion of the jetty. One of the steam cranes used on the pier head 
was lost, and the whole jetty rondorod useless for some time. The 
remaining eight large cylinders carrying the rest of the T head had 
fortunately been carried deeper into river bed than the four which 
faded, so they stood firm, and the slip of the bonk having filled up 
the whole which had been scoured out, no further injury is anticipated, 
the shore portion of the jetty has been repaired with timber-piles, and 
the pier again rendered available for traffic. 

The only important work of construction in progress was the 
large now goo^ warehouse at Scaldah, which was completed daring 
the year: it is 5C0 feet long and calculated to hold 860 tous of 
goods. 

The permanent arrangements of the Canning Terminus are in 
abeyance, as the progressive development of the traffic does not at 
present warrant any considerable expenditure at that Port. 


INDIAN BRANCH RAILWAY. 


RxvBNcri Rktusks. 

The traffic receipts on this line have declined slightly during 1866. 
The table appended shews an abstract of tiie receipts for the year, 
which amount to a total of Hs» 51,863 against a total of Bs# 
58,019 in 1866. 

No accoonts of working expenses are forwarded to this office, so 
no calculation of profits can be made. The earnings per train mi l^ 
have been Rs. 2-8-9. 

There has been some correspondence on the subject of the transfer 
of this line to the East Indian xUilway Company, but tiiai Company 
has declined to take it over, as it would require entire relaying before 
their rolling-stock could be used on it; at the same time an arrange¬ 
ment has been entered into by which Qke J^t Indian Railway Com- 
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pmVd Station-Master at Nulhattee is Manager of Indian Brancli 
Bailwaj Compai^'s line. 

The .Govenunent of India has been solicited to allow this line to 
continoe worlnng without maisting on the completion of the fencings 
as the tmins nm only by day and at slow speed.

In a^mpting to run into tlie Emitern 
Channel she sthieb on Sangor Sand on the 19tb June 1866^ and was so 
much injured that it was found necessary to abandon her. The second 
was a British Shin that arrived at the Sandheods on the 28nd October 
lust, and on the Sdtii idem^ in coming up by the Eastern Channel! struck 
the sand with her keel whilst her bow was in deeper water! sprung a 
leak, and, filling rapidly, went down. No lives were lost-in either case. 
Both the cases were enquired into by Marine Committees, and the Pilots 
in charge were condemned and punished. In the great majori^ of the 
remoiniag cases no damage was caused to the vessels, but enquiries 
were made into those cases which seemed to require them, and the 
Pilots, where to blame, were reprimanded and admonished.

Tlie report of the River Surveyor shewed that the state of tbo river 
,, was altogether not so satitfactory as in tlie 

iTcr uTYoj. preceding year. There had been no particu¬ 

lar change between Saugor and the sea on tho one hand, apd the James 
and Mary and Calcutta on the other. But Lloyd's Channel remained 
closed and was dry in some parts in low water ; the onchonge at 
Kedgeree was deteriorating; and in Bedford's Chaxmol a dangerous 
lump was formed, which, after having shifted its poeition several times, 
hnally joined itself to the land on tlie western side of the channel. Tho 
Auckland Channel was also reported to have shifted to tho southward, 
but was improving; the Rungafhllah had been fluctuating as usual; and 
the James and Mary was iven more shallow than during the pre¬ 
vious year. 


All the channels were fiequently and carefully examined; the Bed¬ 
ford Channel was dredged to keep nassago open; the buoys of the 
Auckland Channel were moved and rc-placed as i^oiied by the shifting 
of the channel; the Western Channel and Reef-head passage were rc- 
survQ^cd and buoyed off; and the river marks and tidal semaphores were 
everywhere repaim and put in order. To facilitate the import of rice 
into Orissa the Hidgellee river was also surveyed and the chaonel thence to 
Balasorc, along the coast between the Braces, re-examined and bucked 
off. Tho Damrah river in the Balasore District and the Folse Point 
anchorage in Cuttsdc were likewise surveyed and buoyed off, and 
beacons erected and put in good order. 
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The Filoti Li^hij Surveying, and Buoy Veeeeb were aU in good order 

at the cloee of year, with the exception 
Surreyinf, tnd Buoy q{ Pilot Brig which was Undergoing 
’ repairs. A new Pilot Brig had also been 

ordered to be built to meet the tequirements of the port The Steamer 
Celerity, which had become unseaworthy, had b^n re-plad^ by a 
vessel, tlie Undaunted^ The Steam Dredge Ayitator was also 

completed, and bwdes being employed 
in dredging, wni, with the Celerity and 
the Undaunted, actively engaged in tow¬ 
ing ships carrying stores to the coast of 
Orissa. The Government vessels, includ¬ 
ing the sea-going vessels of the Bengal 
Marine, which were most activ^ engaged 
in the conveyance of rice to Orissa, are 
given in the margin.

the sea-face of the Soonderbnns were also visited during the year, and it 
was found that the stores placed in them for the use of shipwrecked 
people had been more or less plundered by marauds, who appeared to 
have become acquainted with the localities. Tliis was first reported by 
the pilot and crew of the ship Jane Jaei MiteMl, who, after the wreck of 
that vessel on Saugor Sand, succeeded in reaching the House of Befuge 
on Bulcheny Island, but found there neither provisions nor water, and 
fiuSered much distress in consequence. The houses were subsequently 
again placed imcoiinplete order and tilled with supplies, and arrangemente 
have been made for their occasional inspection both by the officers of the 
Marine Department and the Police of the fi4-Pergnnnah6.

lamentable loss of some ten lives. In the meuntime the Steamer Howrah 
having beard of the accident immediately proceeded to render assistance, 
and, approaching the locality without suincient caution, also struck on 
the same shoal and foundered. Both of these vessels, however, were 
subsequently safely floated and recovered. As Uic commander of the 
Calcnila^ Obtain Taylor, was represented to have l>een under the 
influence of uquor whou she struck, he was tried by tbo High Court 
for culpable homicide not (unouiiting to murder, but was ae(^uitt<Hl in 
consequence of the insuflicicncy of the evidence brought oguinst him. 
He was afterwards again arresW and tried in the Police Court under 
Section 280 of the Penal Code (which rehites to rasli navigation), and 
was convicted and sentenced to rigorous im])risonment for three mouths.

The whole of tlio 
moorings off the Esplanade arc now screws, and the largest iu 

t\e port have been moored to them and have experienced some heavy 
squalls withont the slightest effect on the moorings. This suecesa has 
induced the Marine Authorities to propose that a ihrlhcr su])ply of 100 
screw moorings on an improved design should be obtained i>om Eng¬ 
land for the purposes of this port; but the Secretary of State having 
intermediately ordered the suspension of the screw mooring operations, 
under an impression that they have not been attended with much 
success, it has been found necessary to make a reference on the subject 
to the Government of India, e^loining the actual state of things and 
asking for permission to continue the prosecution of the work to eom« 
pletion; and the question of extending the operation in the manner 
proposed by the Marine Authorities has necessity been held in abey¬ 
ance till the permission applied for has been obtains. 

The number of vessels registered under the Merchant Shipping Act 

of 1854 and under Act X of 1841 was 21, 
of bills of sale registered 27, of mortgages 
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27, and of discliargcd and transferred mori^^agos 9 and 5 res])cctiVoly. 
There we^ also 56 changes of masters roistered during the year; 5 
vessels were recorded as broken up, or sold to fordgners ; and one 
sailing pass was granted. 

The number of seamen of all nations shipped through the Shipping 

Wtrti.,rf tieShippio, omc 18.6dS, which 

represents eleven-twelfths of the num¬ 
ber shipped in the preceding year, nvinga decrease of 961 men. Of 
the totid number shipped 3,723 were British seamen, while the num^)cr 
of British seamen discharg^ was 3,218, the result l^ing a reduction in 
the number of idle sailors in port by 505. 

The total number of seamen discharged during the year was 14,525 
against 14,942, (Iwrng eleven-twelfths of the number discharged in 
1865-66,1 the result shewing a decrease of 417 men, which was 
attributaole to the falling off in the number of ships arriving at the 
port during the year. 

The number of ships that Lad recourse to tlie office was 595 against 
620 last year. 

The total receipts of the office amounted to Rs. 10,729-14 and tlie 
total expenditure toRs. 19,400-12-8, which left a surjdus of Rs. 320-1-4. 
But the expenditure shown docs not include several items properly 
deb Stable against the office, and tlie working of the office was there foi*e 
not actually profitable. 

The number of seamen who dcseriod during the year was 127 
against 93 during eleven months of last year, giving im increase of 
34 deserters^ 

During t)ie year under review tlie Consul-General of the United

tution of seamen in the Port of Calcutta, (1) that deserters from 

foreign ships should not be shipped on British vessels by the Govemment 
Shipping Master, and (2) that all foreign vessels, previous to the allot¬ 
ment of a Pilot for enabling them to clear out, should be required to 
produce a certificate from their TCffpecAAve Consuls setting forth the 
number of seamen dying, deserted, discharged, and shipped thereon 
in the port, with their nationality. Tlie first of these suggestions was 
not acceded to, as there is nothing in the law as it stands at present 
to warrant the Shipping Master in refusing to register the shipment 
on a fresh vessel of a seaman who had deserted fk»m a foreign vessel. 
In regard to the second, the opinion of the Advocate-General was to 
the effect that, while on the one hand it was not competent to the 
Government to refuse port clearance to a vessel proceeding to sea without 
a consular certificate, it was on the other not binding on the Govemment 
to supply the vessel with a Pilot unless it pleas^ to do so; and, as a 
matter of courtesy to the United States Government, and for the nnr|>o90 
of maintaining proper order in the port, the practice hitherto oDservo^l 
has been upheld, and a rule ordered to be laid down that, so far 
American vessels arc concerned, no Pilot is to be supplied to them until 
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the consular certificate ia produced, fiiirnese of the decisioa was 
subeequendy questioned by the Ag^ts of the Amcnean Sliip Timour, 
but the view taken by this Govenunent has been oonfirm^ by the 
(Government of India. 

The instractions issoed for s strict adherence to the rules of the 
1 ^ ^ * 1 . 4 f Merchant Shipping Acts in regard to the 
oWtdischarge of seamen were noticed in last 
di«atrMer«tuRM v^thia H«Mv year's report/the view taken of the qocB> 
jtrtj • soaiiioa* \yj Government being that a sufficient 

discretion was vested by law in the Shipping Master to >vitliUold biuic- 
tion to the dUcWge of seamen except where proper provision was made 
for their re^shipmentj or for their expenses being pud so long os they 
remained without employment in Uie port^ and that no further sj^ial 
provision on the subject was necessary. The result of the exercise of 
this discretion on the part of the Shipping Master has been to relieve 
the port of the great evil of haring a law number of unemployed 
seamen residing in the lowest quarters of the town to tUuir own 
demoralization and the disquiet of the town; but the niiestion ns to his 
right to use such discretion has been* rince re-opened by a docision of 
the High Court in the case of certain seamen of the Ship MiUortf by 
which his right to withhold the discharge oertificate when the seamen 
on the one Imnd and the commander of the vessel on the other had 
mutually agreed on the pnint, was set aside as beiog opposed alike to 
tbo Merchant Sliippiog AcU and to the rules issued on the subject by 
the Board of Trode. As this decision was likelv to have the effect of 
inundating the town with hundreds of idle and dissipated seamen who 
would remain till their wages were expended and ^wohld then have to 
l>o shipp^ as distressed seamen at the expe^^se of Oovemmeut, as had 
to be none two years agOj the Government of India were asked to move 
the Board of Trade to have the Merchant Shipping Act expressly 
amondcdi so tliat provisions similar to those in reg^ to tlio discharge 
of soumcn iu foreign ports %ay be made applicable to seamen discharged 
witliin Her Majesty's dominions beyond the seas. Since then a Bill 
has been introduced in the Council of the Oovemor*(GeDeral for making 
Laws and R^lations^ to oonsolidate and amend the law relating to 
roerchaDt sbipsi seamen^ and passengers by sea geueraily ; but it has 
not been considered necessary to i^e any provisions in this on the 
point referred to the Board m Trade, or to anticipate the action which 
may be taken by them in the matter. 

In noticing the foundering of the Souiiem Cron it was staled 

m last year's report that the Master 
PropQMd uMBdflMnt dT A<s XUI Attendant bad hm asked to prepare a 
Koisf^ dOMoMtUdo df tSd Port regulation for enforcing the main¬ 
tenance of a sufficient crew on board of 
every vessel in port to ensure proper care being taken of her; and also to 
consolidate all ma oTiyri»g port rules into one code. In respect to the 
first matter it has been^ioe proposed that, as the law for the regulation 
of ports (Act XXU of 1866) dore not contain any sufficient prevision 
on the subject, it iboi^ be amanded, so as to provide for the main¬ 
tenance of a sufficient crew on board of every vessel for its nreteotion, 
and also tor the efficient use of the force pumps required to be kept on 
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board for tho parposc of extingauhiB^ any fire that may arise. As 
regards the ^second matter, a consolidate code of rules has l^n prepared 
by the Master Attendant, but, as it contuins several modifications of old 
rules and additions made from time to time by the Marino Department, 
which have not received tlie sanction of Government in every cose, the 
entire code has been submitted for the confirmat^n of the Government 
of India under Section 7 of Act XXII of 1855. 

The passing of Act X ^B. C.) of 1866, (an Act for the improve* 

ment of Ihc PoH of Calcutta) was noticed 
A ^ ^ in last ycar’B toport. During the year 

under review a Committee of the Justiocs 
of the Town of Calcutta has been appointed under Section 4* of the Act 
for administering the powers and trasts vested in the whole body of t)ie 
Justices by the law, and a partial scheme for enrrying out tlio 
objects of the trust lias been approved by Oovemment. It has been 
also proposed to make over to the Justices, in trust for the town and 
port, the right and interest of Oovemment iu the Strand Bank between 
Chandjunl Ghaut aitd the Circular Ciuial Lock, but the terms on which 
the transfer is to bo made have not yet been Mutually agreed upon. The 
suggestion of Oovemment on this point at first was that such portion 
of Strand Bank as was required for the purposes of the River Trust 
Act should bo mwle over to the Committee appointed fur carrying them 
out, and the remainder I>e held by Uic Justices at large for general 
purposes of the Municipality. But this not having been agreed to by 
the Committvo appointed under the Act, it boa been since proposed 
that the balance atGre<litof tlie Strand Bank Fund should be retain^ by 
Government, and the Strand Bank be transferred to the Jastices at a 
quit rent, the money thus obtaiiud being formed into a futid for meeting 
the charges hitherto defrayed from the Strand Bank Fund. This pro* 
position and the amoimt of contribution to be received from the Cora* 
mittee on account of the Strand Bank lands wore under consideration 
at tlie close of the year. * 

Tlie passing of Act III (B. C.) of 1865 (an Act to mate heller 

prevUiou far ike prevention of • injurg 
fnmfre in porte^ifc,) was noticed in the 
report for 1H64*C5. The provisions of the 
Act have since been extended to the Port of Calcutta by a notification 
dated 7ih July 1867. 

The liabilities of the Calcutta Port Fnnd were enquired into during 

the year by a Committee specially ap* 
thi pJrtS Fitted for that purpose, the result Wug 

tliat the fund was pronounced to be 
largely indebted to Government on the 1st of May 1864. As it bad, 
however, no means to re-pay this debt it was decided by the Government 
of India that the account should be-adjusted by tr^ferring 4 lakhs 
of Rupees from the cash balanoe of the fund as it stood on the SOtb of 
April 1864 to the credit of Government in clearance of all claims; 
and certain alterations in the method of keeping the accounts for tlie 
future were also at the same time laid down. Instructions have accord* 
ingly been issued for the preparation of the accounts in future in the 
manner prescribed by the Government of India.

of the island in consequenoe of a recent severe drought. For these reasons 
emigration on account of the Oovemment has been temporarily 
saspendod. A number of old emigrants, however, have been returning 
to the island at tbeir own expense, paying their own passage ; a fact that 
speaks very favorably for the gener^ condition and prospects of laborers 
in that colony. • 

The proportion of female to male emigrants embarked is represented

further transmission to the interior of the country; provided the Colonial 
and Danish OovemmenU agreed to bear the risk of adverse exchanges 
between the colonies and Calcutta, and undertake to make the payments in 
Calcutta at auniibrm rate according to the currency of the colony, as was 
done in the case of Mauritius. This arrangement since been authorised 
by the Secretary of State in eommunication with the Colonial Office; and 
it has been further directed that the plan should be made applicable to 
remittances of their savings made by emigrants when returning to India. 
With a view to ensure a correct and complete n^atry of the particulars 

necessary for Uie identification, ox emigrants 
«/<! the discovury of their in c«c of 
death; increased care ^d * accuracy have 
been enjoined in the original registration of emigrunts by the local Magis- ^ 
trateS; and two columns added to the form of register now in use to indi¬ 
cate the occupation of the emigrant and the name of his next of kin. A 
copy of this register is to be forwarded to the Protector and Emigration 
Agent; who will thus he enabled to prepare the lists required by law.

enquire into the causes of mortality 
amongst the laborers sent to the tea dis¬ 
tricts, both while on their passage thither 
and after their arrival at their destina¬ 
tion ; and they were requested to conduct their investigation in commu¬ 
nication with the Landholders^ and Commercial Association, the several 
Protectors and Medical Inspectors of Xiaborers, the Superintendents of 
Labor Transport, and all persons interested in or well acquainted wite the 
system of labor transport in the tea districts who might wish to offer 
any observations on tee subject. The Deputy Commissioner and Civil 
Surgeon of Nowgong were further directed to institute, in oonjnnction 
with Dr. J. Meredith, a full enquiry on the subject in Assam, and to 
furnish the Committee with every information that they might ask for. 
The report cf the Committee was submitted on the 20ih March last. 
It states at the outset that the evidence before the Committee did not 
confirm the notion entertained by the tea planters the mortelity 
amongst the laborers on their passage to the tea districts has been 
aggravated by the provisions m^ for their health and comfort, and 
teat the regulations laid down by Oovemroent have failed in diminish¬ 
ing the . death-rate. It then notices the pointe in which, in tec opinion 
of the Committee, the system of labor transport now in force is still 
defective, and tbe chan^ which they would wish to recommend. Ihe 
more prominent of the evils pointed out arc tee harassment and delay 
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experienced by the coQlie rrom the time of recruitment to his transport 
to the Calcutta the delay in registration, the iocoBveniencca 

experienced by himduriug his joum^ to Koosbtaa in the ordinary trains, 
and daring his prolonged detention there caused fro<]uontly by the 
steamer giot haying completed the taking in of cargo, the frequent con¬ 
gregation of loim numbers of coolies onboard of steamers and flats, 
the defect in ^e s'vnitary arrangements on board in certain respeuia, 
and the iaulty system gndcr which provisions arc supplied to vessels. 
Suggestions arc made for obviating these evils. The report was under 
consideration at the close of the year. 


While the enquiry by the above Committee was being carried on 
two despatches were received from the Socretary of State suggesting the 
propriety of making a searching enquiry into the entire question of labor 
transport, with a view to correct the abuses which hod crept into the 
system ; and, with reference to this order, it was proposed by Uus Go- 
vemmunt that a mixed commission should be appointed, composed of a 
member of the Civil Servioo, a representative of the tea intorcst, and a 
medic il officer, who should visit the tea districts and take evidonco Iwth 
in Calcutta and the interior on every pomt connected with tlio condition 
of the tea districts and the ton tro^; but the Government of India 
has preferred to postpone the appointment of such a commi^vion until 
November* next, wlien the commission, if its appointment should be 
decided on, woidd have greater hicilities for reachlog such districts and 
places as it may be necessary for them to visit. 


Information having been received in March 1866, th^ cholera had 

broken out violently^ tne districts of 
suiprtnon of recroitiosopw^iieoi in Chota Nagpore Division and in Mid- 

sspors* napore, the recruiting operations in tliow 

districts were Buspended for three months by public notification; and il 
liaving been since recommended that the recruitment of liill-men should 
bo annually suspended for certain months of the year, a clause was inserted 
in the new Labor Transport Bill which had been introduced in the 
LieutenaDt-Govemoris Council for making Laws and Begulations, 
in order to give legal authority to the Government to prohibit emigration, 
partially or temporarily. 


Some cases of flogging laborers in the Assam Company's 

Tea Gardens at Cherajoolic, in Zillah 
Tbe Durmug, in Assam, which occurred 

tn 1865-66, were judicially investigated 
and reported upon dnring the year under review. At the in¬ 
vestigation it was established against one Richard Edwin Dunn, an as¬ 
sistant in tbe service of Assam Company, that he woe in the 
habit of flogging coolies for short work and for aliseoiAing, for which 
offence, in the inataacea proved against him, be wns fined. Besides 
this, in one case in which a lad died i6 hours after being flogged, 
Dunn was convicted of having cauecd *‘hurt// and eentene^ to 
one yearis rigorous impriaonment, and to a flue of DOO Rs. In 
this case the ju^, who were all nlaoters, made a proscnlathm to the 
Judicial Commissioner to the effect that many of the plantations^in Assam 
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being from 20 jto 40 miles disUnt from the nearest court of .justice, the 
employers of labor had great difficulty in having recourse to le^l means 
ibr enforcing the fulKlment of the agreements made with theiO, and to 
prevent heavy loss to themselves, were often tempted to take the law 
into their hands; and to obviate this difficulty tliey pr 0 }) 060 d tha appoint* 
ment of a ^sufficient number of Magistrates, stipendiary or honorary, 
within accessible distances from the {wmtations, for the disposal of such 
cases. In furtherance of this object the Protector of Laborers in Upper 
Assam has been invested with Maratcrial powers for the adjudication 
of disputes between planters and la^rers, and an additional Assistant 
Commissioner has been appointed and placed in charge of a sub*divU 
sion with head-ciuartcrs at Bishnath; but it has not been considered 
expe^snt as a rule to appoint managers of tea plantations to be Honorary 
Magistrates. The question of still further increasing the efficiency of the 
civil administration in Assam by the introducUon of a scheme of sub* 
divisions with head*miarters in the vicinity of tea plantations was under 
the consideration of Uovemment at the close of the year, and the estab¬ 
lishment ot a number of new subMlivisions has since been sanctioned. 


The Acts regulating the transport of native laborers to Uie districts 

of Assam, Cachsr, and Syllict, and their 
rrop^ uiradiDMt df Utt Ubor omployment there, having been the subject 

of much observation and comment, and 
various proposals having been laid lH*fore the Government with the view 
on the one hand of making the contract lighter to the laborer, and on the 
other hand relieving the employer of labor from some of the burthens 
that previous < legislation had laid upon him, but which had, it wns 
assert^, proved to too heavy, a Bill was intruduted, towards the close 
of the year, in the Council of the Lieutonant-Govemor for making 
Ijaws and K^nlations, to amend Acta III of 1863 and VI of 1865, and 
to consolidate all the provisions of the law on the subject into one code. 


Towards the close of the year a memorial was presented to the 
^ . Governor General by a deputotion of the pro- 

on um pUuUiig in kmm. pnctors of the tea estatos in Intern Bengal, 

m which, after referring to the depreciation of 
their intorests, they proposed the repeal of Acts III of 1863 and VI 
of 1865, which they asserted had operated adversely in respect to them, 
and also su^estod the adoption of other measures as being necessary 
in the interests of justice, good government, and sanitation. A copy 
of this memorial and of the reply of His Excellency thereto, together 
with a copy of a memorandum on the subject of tea planting in Assam 
drawn up by Mr. Morice, who was deputed by the Government of 
Ceylon to visit the tea disMcts in India, was forwarded to this Govern*

The suggestions of Mr. Morice were under consideration at the 
close of the year, in communication with the Superintendent of Labor 
Transporl and the lAudholden’ and Commercial Association.

Amongst l>oth clasaee of patiunta, Christian and native, by far ibo 
largest portion of the mortility was caused by a few dlscust^s chiefly of 
the Zymotic class, viz., malurions fovei*B, diarrlxDa, dysentery, and 
cholera, all of which nru endemic in Bengal, but which do not usually 
swell tbe mortuary lists of the bospitjils in Europe. The number of 
moribund cobos brought to the Medical College Hospital 1ms also always 
been very l^r^ and was particularly so during the post year in conse* 
quenco of the nomine. 

The figures given ftlxwc include Oil eases of womeu ami children 
tjcated iu the midwiferj- ward against 500 treated in 1805; the number 
of eonliiicments was 174 against 129. Tbe total number of deaths in 
Ibis ward was 67 against 40 in 1865, and of these the number of deaths 
ID child-birth was 18, m., 2 amongst the Christian patients and 16 
amongst the native patients. 

Iu the surgical ward the number of important operations performed 
during the year wo^ 161 against 166 in the preceding year, the num¬ 
ber of deaths being 40 against 42 iu 1865. The total numbv of patients 
cured in this ward was 77, relieved II, unrelieved 13, and under treat¬ 
ment at the close of the year 20. 

la addition to tbe 5,654 in-patients above enamerated, 5SO 
in-pafients, were treated in the Eye Infirmary against 526 treated 
during the preceding year; and of these 222 were restor^ to a perfect 
degree of sight and 180 partially relieved. 

The statutics of out-door relief shew that the number of patients 
treated in the medical and surgical out-door dispensaries for male patients 
was 22,749 against 15,654 of 1865; in the oub^oor dispensary for women 
and children 8,975 against 6,957; in the Dental dispensa^ 1,236 against

The Committee of the institution having siueo applie^l 
for an increased grants the qwestion was coiwidcrcil whether it wonhl 
not be a better arrangement to bring a number of trained nurses ou the 
regular staff of the Medical CoU^ Hospital to be employed and pai<l 
for by Government instead of leaving their supply to the resources 
of a charitable institution ; and this having boon |>referre<l by both the 
authorities of the Medical College Hospital and the Principal IniqwH;b>r- 
General of the Medical Department, a scheme was subniittcd to the 
Government of India for the employment of a staff of Id nursc^s 
graduated in classes from Ks. 25 a month to Ra. 80^ the promotion from 
a lower to a higher grade being oonfined to those only who should be. 
found really intelligent and trustworthy* The Priucipsd of the Medical, 
Collego proposed tt^t the scleciion of the nnrses shotild be mainly con- * 
fined to East Indian widows^ and wives deserted by their husbands, but 
it appeared to this Government that, for many reasons, the wives of 
soldiers were entitled to have a preference of selktion; and to make sure 
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that none but really fit peraons should be selected^ it wiia suggeeted that 
the candidates should bo examined and reported on by a Committee 
consisting of the Commanding Officer of the Regiment^ the Deputy 
Inspector^Oeneml of Hospitals of the Circlej and tbs Magistrate of the 
district in which the regiment is stationed. Since the close of the year^ 
however, the Government of India has decided to allow the existing 
arrangement to continue, raising the contribution of Government to 
Rs. 8,400 per anpum on condition that the Committee supply narsea 
as required to the hoepital.

On the Ist of March following the only temporary hospiUl still 
open was that at Soalduh having 350 patients; and it being no longer 
necessary to maintain a separate establishment for these, it was ordered 
that they should be irimsfcrreil to the Oovemment Pauper Hospital. 

It was^ agreed that the cost and control of the Pauper Hospital 
should be transferred to the Justices of the Town, ond for this pur[>osc a 
Bill was inmdu^ in the Council of tho Lieutenant«Govcrnor for 
making Laws and 'lU^gulations, empowering Mnnicipalitios to assign 
from the Municipal Funds such contributions as may be required for 
charitable and otlicr purposes, there being uo authority to do so under 
the existing law.

Great inconvenience having been felt from t^e present location of 
the Polieo and Pauper Hospital^*, it was proposed to Government tliai the 
sick petor should be ]>crmanently accommodated in the building originally 
intended for the Sealdah market, and that the Amherst Street Hospital 
should bo made available exclusively for the sick police, the building at 
Entally now occupied by the Fliuper Hospital being appropriated for 
coses of cholera aud other infectious diseases. This proposition was 
under consideration at the close of toe year, and has since been adopted. 


Tho intention of establisliing river-side dispensaries was alluded to 

in last yesris report in connection with 
X I jMittriM. measures proposed by the Sanitary 

Commission for Bengal for improving tlic condition of Enropcan sailors 
in toe port of Calcutta. The scheme as originally proposed comprised 
toe establishment of two dispensaries—one near Prinsep's Ohaut as an 
out ward of the General Hospital, and the other higher up the river to 
the north of Coilah Ghaut as an out ward of the Medical College Hospital, 
each with an apothecary attached to it and supplied with the usual 
remedies for arresting the effects of cholera and other epidemics. It was 
su^est^ that a hulk placed in n centrical position in the port would be 
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more convenient to th^ sliipping zb the site of one dispensary^ and that, 
should aiiot^ier lie neocssury in addition to tlie hulk^ a nxvn in the 
new Sailors' Home oii>;ht appropriately be made use of for that 
purpose. A plan was also propom to moot from the Port Fund the 
expenses^incurred for llie diet and treatmont of Mmon received into 
these institutions^ the outlay being recovered if necessary by the levy of 
a moderate tax on the shipping. No final orders hud been passed on 
these points at the close,of tlie year; but since its close the latter sugges¬ 
tions have been abandoned as objectionable^ and it has been dote mined 
to errect one river-side diiipcnsary or temporary hospitaJ. 

During the year under review a report was for tlio first time received 

on the management of the Government Chari- 
* MMtM*^**^^^*******^^ table Hospitals and DiKpcnsarieB. In this 
pentanes. Toport, which is for 1865, the sevcnil Institutiona 

in Bengal are classified aa being of three aorts, rh., (1st) dispensaries of 
many years’ stamling which are more or less endowed by individual charity 
or by ilkc contributions of communities aud fb wbicb tfic Government liua 
l)een in the habit of contributing largely by a montlUy allowance, as well 
UH by the imymeni of Uie medical subordinate and bnspifal w'rvants of 
every kind, and by thg grant of a supply of Enropeim modicincs ; (^nd) 
those institutions of more recent date to which the Government cootributes 
the pay of the suh-asaistant atirgeon or native doctor, and also grants a 
supply of European medicines and surgical instruiucnts, on the condi¬ 
tion of their lH*ing in a great measure Kc1ftsiip]>oriing, and of their 
representing, in pro|K>rtiou to Uic )>ccunuiry supiHul from public funds 
afforded to tliem, the wants of the people and tlic value/put upon the 
benefits offered by them to the public; and (5rd) institutions which 
are sup|>orte<1 ontircly, or almost entmOy, by some wealthy landlord, who 
undertoiccs to provide the hospital building and my all expenses, the 
Government granting only a supply of medicines and instruments, except 
in particular instances whore a native doctor is also ajipointed and 
paid for by the Statg. Besides these institutions the native doctor at 
every sub*^ivision whore subscriptions amounting to Bs. 16 can be 
collected, is allowed to set up a siwl dispenury, and is supplied with 
European medicines; and, in times of epidemic sickness, additional native 
doctors supplied with medicines are also distributed throughout the 
country suffering from the cpidemio, to afford relief, forming in well- 
select^ spots so many small dispeasaries for the occasion. 


Since the close of the year a second report has been received which 
is for 1566, and the Statement N. 1 in the Appendix token from it shews 
the number of patients treated in each dispensary during the year, its 
income and expenditure, the cost incurred for each institution by Govern¬ 
ment, and tbe amount 
expended in the dieting 
of house patients. Tim 
aggregate results are 
noted on the margin 
for easier reference. 
The total number of 
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dkpexuariefl io exiiteace at the cloae of the year .waa 1I2> of .which 39 
were aet op or recorded during the Tear* B^me hare leceived 
from 103 of these institationsj 32 of which were presided over by sub- 
anutant snigeone^ 81 by native doctors under the suMrintendence of 
civil Burgeonsi while the remaining 40 were in charge of nativp doctors 
only. To mort of these diapenaanes the salary of the presiding medioal 
officer! toother with the cost of European mMicines and inetraments! is 
paid by m Oovernmenti and to many of them^ much more is granted 
in the shape of monthly donations or payments for the whole hospital 
establishment.

at the end of the year. To these figures^ which simply give the 
result of the yearit operation^ a short account of the institution 
from the period when ita management was first undertaken by 
Government may |> 6 rhaps be here appropriately Mtip no s^ account 
of it having been given in any previous r^rt. 
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Up to tlio ‘year. 1855 the Asylum was in private bands, lunatics 
in the public acrvico. being adinittctl into it under ihe order 
of ocrtaiii officers, and their maintenance charged to the Government. 
Towards the eloee of that year the premises occupied by tlic Asylnm 
were purchased by Government, and the institution was placed under an 
official Medical Superintendent, J>r. Cantor, who worKcd under the 
immediate orders of the Mftical Board, and afterwanls of the Director- 
Oenoral, Medical Dc|ttrtmcnt. A subordinate establishment was 
apjmint^ at the same time, and certain rates of payment fixed for the 
maintenance of private iudividtials and pauper hmaties. A redo nf 
Asylum rules was also issued by Government, and a hoard of official 
visitors nominated. 

During the gnoecssive years from 1857 to 186 C the statistics of the 
institution have been os follows 



The feature most remarkahle in the above figures is the gradual 
clecreaflc from 1859 in the number of patients admitted into ihe Agylum; 
and this is due to several causes. A majority of the parienu received 
arc soldiers from the regiments serving in the Bengal Presidency, and 
the admission has necessarily been aflbetod, as the number of these 
regiments retained in the Lower Provinces has fallen offi The practice 
of despatching invalids from the Punjaub via Bombay to Europe has 
also told in the game direction ; but the most efficient cause of reduction 
has been that, in consequence of the introduction of a system noticed

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)>e)oW; many harmless iml^ecilea nni] others^ for whom no specuil provi* 
sion ia noe^odj arc now sent home with the inv^lulb of the neabim with* 
out making tlicir appearance in the Asylum at all. 

Tt will next he observed that from the year 1804 there has been a 
sudden rise in the ratio per cent of cores and transfers/’’ The increase 
shewn is, however, not nvil. Up to the, Moar 18(>6 all insane Boldiers 
who embarked for England were entered as not cured/^ but about 

this time those who hud so far recovered as to be qaiot and tractable 

and fit to be removed os ordinary invalids were for ounvcnicnco trans* 

furred to the depAt hospital at Kidderpore, aud appt^aring in the 

Asylum returns under the liea<l of ** irons fen/' h welled the proportion of 
these considerably. Tins proportion, however, ie reckoned on a total 
which embraces so large a number of cases chronic on admission that 
it is of no value as an index of the general curability of insanity in this 
country. 

The rate of mortality in the Asvlum has been low throughout. It 
is a rare thing to have a case of sickness among its inmates ; and a 
comparison of one year with another, as given iu the obovc table, is of 
little interest or importance where tlir range of varlaiioii is so small. 
The somewhat higher rate of J 85(1 was due to the death of two very 
aged persons and the admission of two iu au advanced state of physical 
disease. 

Among dhe causes of insanity in 18fl5 iutemporanee was assigned 
in 11 instance^, hereditary predisposition in 6, and sunstroke nud 
climatic disorders h. II, other cuiisos appesring iu ntattered instances 
rmly. It is doubtful in many of ihcMC' cases if the intem))erancc which 
is stated to be the cause is not rather tlie first symptom of the patient’s 
insanity. 

In the year I860 the attenti<in of the Su])crintcndunt of the 
Asylum, Dr. Payne, was directed to the method of despatching lunatics 
to Europe, which had been previously conducted at very extravagaut 
cost. The cases reejuired to W despatched to Europe embraced every 
variety of insanity in the institution, from the violent dangerous maniac 
to the harmless imbecile, and for all these the same heavy rates of 
passage money and gratui^ had heretofore been paid by the State. An 
arrangement haa since been made for the removal as .ordinary invalids 
of a large number of insane soldii^rs certified by the Superintendent to 
l>e fit subjects for such treatment, and this has of course materially 
decreased the cost of their transmission. 


During the last two years a change has also been made in * the 
manner of iovaliding insane soldiers; and the process is now completed 
before they reach the Presidency, whereas it was formerly done by a 
board assembled at Calcutta. The result has b«'en that many soldiers, 
who would under the old system have been received for a time into tlie 
Asjdum, are now sent direct to England with the invalids of the s< 
from the depAt.

From the details above gixf^n it will \k soon that the statistics of 
the Uhowaoiporc Asyhm have little niodival vahie ami do uot at all 
tX'proscnt «'U!curatcly the statistus of iiiHAnitv nmon^ Europeans and 
Enrasiana in the Bcn^l Presidency, lar^' is the proportion‘of 
m)KUers amoni^ the admissions that other clnsies of Europeans are by 
i'omparison scarcely represcnt4^^ while the occasional admission of Eura* 
HiauB at loDs> intervals cannot for a moment lu^ supposed to represent 
the extent of the prevalence of iiisAnity amoii^ that elass. It would be 
useless, therefore, to attempt to infer the dixtrihutiun of insanity Amon^r 
the several classes of the community from which the cases come. Even 
the (^ncml prevalence of it amon^ hII dosses in the cannot 

be determined, Biuec many iusune soldiers are sent to Em* land direct 
from the rc^noonts, aod among privtiio fumilics it is a prime object to 
avoid the stigma of Emission to an Asylum and to ship their insane 
momborx to Jinghuul willi llio grenU'st ixusiblo sintrecy. 

The rcmcdiid effect of ircittuumt is otpially wiihout illnstration iu 
the Asylum. Acute cases ndmitbHl from the ncigiibourhood are very 
few, and they sliew os elsewhere a high propitrlioii of recox^rics; but the 
chronic cases which luivo almost entire |)oRscsKiou of Uic ^lace are, from 
their nature, unadapted for successrul (ixsitniont witbltf its walls, and 
find a hopeful prospect only in spcxMlj’ n*inoval. 

Several uUcinptj$ were made when tin? inmates; of U»e Asylum wore 
uumunms to provide them with cniployincni, uud a certain dcuree of 
succcKS WAS att>;unc4h ..Vt proximt ncuxpn^HU'ri and hocks arc lil>oralIy 
supplied, musical insinaucistH provided when anyone skilled iu their 
ui^e is udiintted, ami the ilower ganlcn affords pastime to such as are 
imlustriously inclined. But the ctmditioD of the institution renders the 
introduction of anythim; like an industrinl in it imjwssible. 

Notwithstanding the a!>ovc drawbacks, however, which prevent the 
institution from contributing much to the progress of psychological 
medicine in India, it has fully answered its main purpose and the require¬ 
ments of Government^ and is of the greatest advantage to the sufierers 
who are received in it. 

The rules of the Baowauipore Lunatic Asylom do not authorize

not of European birth, but the prac¬ 
tice observed Bin<« 1S63 was to send to Europe all lunatics of 
EnWipeun and mixed parentage, whether bom in Europe or in this couo- • 
try, on the grounds of economy, (ibe expense of maintaining lunatics, 
in England.being said to be less than that of maintaining them in this 
country,) and of tlio increased prubability of rccoverv from climatic 
change. Hiis course has, however, since been disallowed by the Secretary 
of State; and orders have therefore been issued that for the future no 
tneane patients I ml such as are of Exiropcan birth are, •under any 
circumstuucee, to be scut to Eur**pe.

The above return skews that the percentage of curcfi and transfers 
iu 1860 was lower than in tlio preceding year, wliilc the percentage 
of mortality was oonBiderably higlwr.

tached to appointments those salaries should l>c.given to the oificers 
holding the posts, irrespective of any oonsideraUon as to the grade to 
which they belong, provided those selected for these posts are approved 
men; and (4th) that Rs. 5 a month for knowledge of English up to the 
require4 standard be equally given to all classes or gnulcs. The Govern¬ 
ment of India consented to these propositions, which were being carried 
out at the close of the year.

boundaries of the reserved forests, and it has boon SQggested that every 
endeavour shoal d be made to induce the Mechis evoiywhere to re¬ 
cultivate the patches of land which th^ have onco brought into cultiva¬ 
tion, and have abandoned on the soil becoming temporurily exhausted, 
instead of cutting down forests of valuable timber. 

For some years a trade in canes has been carried on in this divi- 
sion, whieh gave rise to a noodleas waste in the cutting of canes that 
threatened to estenninate at least one species of it, the Calamui 
* Afan^aais iftAi. This cane grows at an elevation of from 4,000 to 6,000 
feet above the sea, aud climbs to the extent of 200 or 800 feet over trees. 
The root and 3 or 4 feet of the stem of this species are cut for walking- 
sticks, and the resf, 100 feet or more, has hi^erto been left to wither 
on the trees, at the same time that other cutters were engaged in outtiog 
the slender stems of other canes for bridges and ropes. To prevent 



this waste at both ends, a system of licenses for cutting canes has been 
iutroduc^/ the object of which is to limit the number to be 
cut for Valking-sticke, and to induco the same cutters to remove the 
long stems hitherto abandoned and sell them for ropes. In the Terai 
Calamus, Jenkirmanus yields a good cane; which has also boon 

heedlessly ent away, to prevent which the consumption of this spooies 
likewise has brought under control. Licenses are also grant^ for • 
the collection of was aud Iso. 

To preserve the forests from fire a strip of jtingle was cut down 
rrmrrntiou of the fomtt frou early in the season along the sido of the 
jnnsioSm. forest road at the foot of the bills, abd 

this has had the effect of diminishing the namlmr of fires which passed 
through the forests annually in March and April. 


For the demarcation of the reserved forests, a number of bonndary 
^ ^ « ... pillars have been erectod in the Torai in 

mwci »n Q wMrr pittces whore natural boumlaries do not 

exx9t ; the compilation of a forest map has been oomrocnced ; and 
many of the forest resorvos in the Torai havo been marked on the Aeve- 
nue Survey Map of the district. A eonsiderablo extent oi tho lower limit 
of tho tomporatorc's^rved forests has furthor been defined by tho Uove¬ 
nue Surveyor during Lhe year. Tho district officers, however, roport that 
the present definition of boundaries is fur too vague and comprises a vast 
quantity of arable laud which should not bo included within tho reserved 
limits.

Public Works Department, and 56,000 shingles havo boon prepared in 
the forest below Sinclial for tho same pui'puse. In the Terai 3,009 
first class logs of sal havo been felled, prepared, and brought ^out 
under contract, 4,500 sal sleepers havo also boon propared in" the 
forests of the lower hills, and the grei^er part of them rernoved to the 
Silligoree depdt. A number of canoe-cutters having b^n secured, 
several large canoes havo boon made of sol, cotton tree, and toon, for 
the purposes of the Forest Department. These canoos are in groat de¬ 
mand in the district, and the troes soitabio for them aro sold standing 
at Bs. 10 each. 


The forests of the Bootan Division were brought under the cou- 
« , .. . trol of the Conservator dorins the year, 

workiiiff. iho method of working these forests, 

as followed by the Bootan Government, 
was'to lease large tracts to the semindars, who sublet the right of 
cutting timber to timber merchants, without any restriction as to the 
kind of timber to be cut down. The damage sustained by tho forests 
has neoessarily been vary great. This method has been discon¬ 
tinued, and the sale of trees above a fixed girth introduced in substitu¬ 
tion of it. The first sale on this plan realized Bs. 9,200, the 
right of felling timber being extended to the end of the Working 
season.

rion during the year under review was 5,S10 seres only. An increase 
of 866|888 lbs. is however shewn on the out^tnm of tea.

tion in Caclitf is very 
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incomplete, owing to 
no returns having Deen 
faniialied by the ma* 
nagers of 24 concerns. 
The total area of land 
applied for and grant¬ 
ed for each cultivation 
WAS 453,997 acres, bat an abstract of the retnms received only exhibits 
the results noted on the margin. The Deputy Comraissiouer of toe 
district, however, believes that the total area under cultivation was about 
31,200 acres, the numW of eardena actually open being 119, whioh 
belonged to 32 companies and 22 private persons. The out-turn of 
tea for 186C-67 was, as shewn above, 1,722,098 lbs., exclusive of the 
crops of those gardens which had sent in no returns j and the estimated 
out-tom for 1867-68 was 2,743,920 lbs. The more correct estimated 
out-tom for 1807-68, inclusive of the gardens from which no returns 
bad oomo in, was assumed at about 8,600,000 lbs» 


The number of imported laborers iu the district at the oommiuod- 
ment of the calendar year was 20,991. This was further augmented 
by 9,191 laborers imported during the year, which mves a total of 
30,152 men. From this number, Kowevor, is to bo doduotod the 
aggregate of deaths during the year, which amounted to 2,477, or about 
8*21 per cent.; and this left 27,675 imported laborers in district at 
the end of 1896. The number of laborers iniportod during the ofhoial 
year ending on tho Slst March last was 4,017 only against 15,051 ia 
1665-66, which shews a very |p*eat decrease. The number of laborers 
rolcased by the completion or their coutracts during the same period 
was 4,630; but the majority of those omigranU wore believed to to still 
in the district, under fresh agreements entered into uudor Act XIII of 
1859. 

The money drawn from the Cachar Treasury during CTie year for 
carrying on tea operations was Rs. 14,84,312, and added to the 
disbursements .of previous years exhibits a total outlay of Bs.

The results of tea cnltiration in Daijeeling, as far as they ha^e 

been asoertained, are 
shewn on the margin. 
It ^rill bo seen from 
the figures giren that 
the number of facto* 
riea has docroased by 
8^ and the extent of 
land under cultivation 
by 1,843 acres. This 
apparent retrogression waa owing on the one hand to there having been 
little or no extension during the year, and on the other to coltivated 
lands of the poorer sort ha^ng bera purposely allowed to relapse into 
jungle. The actual reeuU has not been nofavorable, as the oaUtam of 
tea shews an increase of 85>693 lbs. The total yield of tea up to the 
endwf 1866*87 is shewn at 1,149,422 lbs. and'of coffee at 4,012 lbs. 
Tho probable yield of tea in 1667-^ was estimated at 560,000 lbs., of 
tea s^ at 48,000 lbs., and of coffee at 1,040 lbs. 

No detailed infonnation was obtain<^from the planters in Chitta* 
, __ gong in SDgard to the state of tea 

itUfooi. onlrivation in that district, but it was 

believed that tho cultivation on a large scale, though an incomplete 
experiment at present, would eventually be successfully undertaken. 
In the Hill Tracts the cultivation was in a veiy depressed state, only 
two gardens being now carried on. The remainder of the waste land 
lots had either been abandoned by their owners or left unreclaimed. In 
those gardens which were kept up and cultivated the plants were in a 
thriving condition, and the proprietors spoke in the most hopeful terms 
of their fti1f>ire prospects. 

The quantity of coffee g ro wn in Chittagong and tho Hill Tracts is 
little, but was said to be thriving excellently. 

In respect to the tea and coffee plantations in Chota Nagpore it was 
. ^ „ ataM in last year’s report that they 

n wpon. suffered greatly iW>m tho drought 

which had proved so disaatrons in many of the districts of Beora» 
This year oi unexampled severi^ was howeyer followed by a favorable 
season, which has to some extent renewed the hopes of the planters, 
though there has been no extensioii of cultivation as yet. Tbo Palandoo 
plantation of about 200 acres in the Lobardogga District was favor* 
abl^ reported on, and also a younger plantation of about 46 acres, in 
which, in addition to tea, coffee is being planted oh a system of cartful 
cultivation. On the other hand, the Reetagannh plantation near 
Eaaareebauffhi tho oldest of sll tho plantations in Chota Nagpore, was 
reported to have Buffered an averse loss tf about 50 per cent, by the 
dt^i^ht of last year.

Urd(»cesa were planted, Buoiacea being 
the only order which still remiuned to be illustrated. The arrangompnt 
of the endogenons orders was at the same time completedi and 24 orders 
were illustrated on the gronnd reserved for that pmpose. A.n avenue 
of each of the following order of plants was also formed daring the 
year, vix., of Amhcrstea NobilU, which is backed by two lines of trees 
to afford it protection; of Teak; of Termiiialia Catappck ; and of 
Pitoenix 8jflvMlri€» The oolleotion of orchids was farther greatly en« 
larged by valuable additions of American orchids received from England 
ana the W^t Indies, and of other coUoctions received Various 
parts of India, Ceyidn, and Java; and the plants were most suqoess* 
fully oaltivated in low roofed hoosos of grass made on the model of a 
poppor vine shed.

The number of seed packets distributed during the year was 96, 
against 82 distributed iu the preceding year. The greater number of 
t&se packets were sent to the Botanical Gardens in Europe and the 
Colonies, in excha^e for seeds roceived from them, whicn embraced 
6,893 species.

CiU^vaOoti 0 l th« Mabofvj trea In Botanical Gardens, Calcutta, on the suc¬ 
cess which has attended the experimen¬ 
tal sowings of the Mahoganj^ tree in BongaL The report shewed that 
the tree was first introduced into Bengal the West Indies in 1795, 
and that the trees then grown had in I8C4, when several of thorn woro 
blown down by the Cyclone, attained an average sise of*about 12 feet iu 
girth at the height of fonr foot from the ground. W'hon the trees blown 
Sown in the Botanical Gordons were sold by public sale the Mahogany 

brought a \ery high price, the 
wood being found to be of par* 
ticnloi'ly good quality. The 
dimensions of tho largest treo 
now stauding in the Bota¬ 
nical Oardtius aro given on 
tho margin; .and tho large 
number of trees in private 
gardens and along public roads in tho neighbourhood of Calcutta, all 
obtained from those in tho Botanical Gardens, .shews that the 
Maliogany can be successfully grown without much skill on the 
part of tl^ gardeners, or without mneb care. For theso reasons the 
proposal ol^; Dr. Anderson to extend the cultivation baa beou 
approved, and ho has been authorized to lay out nurseries from 
cuttings. The Secretary of State has at the same time been asked 
to take measures for obtaining from the Government of Jamaica an 
annnal supply of Mahogany seeds, having thorn properly packed and 
despatch^ to this country. 

The object kept in view during the year in the cultivation of Cin¬ 
chona waa the extension of the permanent

All the stock plants 
were in excellent condition. 

The increase of all the spocies was effected principally by cuttings, 
the total number made during the year being 550,611. 

Several largo supplies^of seeds were received during the year from 

the Botanical Garden at Ceylon. The 
* seeds on being received are teinly sown 

in shallow, woll-drained, wooden boxes which are placed in a gentle 
bottom heat, the seedlings being left in the boxes until they are large 
enough to bear handling in transplanting them. From the boxes they 
are then transferred to large B\zod dower pots, several seedlings being 
placed in one pot. In thoeo pots they recuoin until they are 4 or 5 
inches high, when they are considered largo enough to oe placed in 
nursery beds. 68,500 seedlings of the varieties of 0. OfficiiMlU were 
added to the number of plants during the year. 

The number of plants iu nursery bods on the SIst March 1860 

woe 87,106. The extent of these beds 
was much increased during the year, 
and several now or^s were formed near the spots wlioro tbo largest 
permanent plantations were being made. It is difficult to shew the 
progress mode iu this stage of ci^tivation during tho year, os tho 
iiurscrioa wore several times emptied and rctillod witlun that period. The 
number of plants in nursery beds at tho ond of tho year was 259,210, 
no opou air planting having been dono for tho six provioaj^onths. 

The number of plants placed in tho open ground during the year 

was 81,355, which, added to the num« 
ber phmtod in tho previous year, gave 
a total of 87,953 plants in permanent plantations. Of this number 
41*, 130 plants were of tho apocies C. Sacciru5ra, and 38,550 of the two 
varieties of C, the remaimler coaristing of tho species of C. 

Afiirantha and C« Pahiidiana^ 'llie extent of ground covered with 
Cinchonas measures about 22 acres planted with u. and 30^ 

acios with G, S^tccit'vbra, besides which 80 acres of foreA have been 
cleared for further operations. 150 plants of C. Saccu^ubra have been 
plautod on land belonging to the Selim Tea Association in tho 
Terai, the cultivation being supervised by the manager of the 
Association; and by this arrangement the experiment of introduce 
ing Cinchona cultivation in the Tend has been carried out without 
any expense to Government. 

The growth of plants varied much, for reasons explained in last 
of in the opeu .ir. according to the altitude 

of the plantations above uie sea. I he 
mos( luxuriant growth of 0. Swcir^ihra was in two small plantations 
near the Teesta, on a diy, welUdrainod ridge 1,200 feet above the sea. 
Most of the plants in these plantations hM grown in 16 months from 
an average height of 8 inches to 3^ feet. 

The bark of a branch of C. Succirulrra, which was aocidontally 

broken, having been sent to England for 
AuiytM (rf bftrk. analysis by Mr. Howard, it was ascer¬ 

tained that Mr. Howard obtained ijrom it 3*5 per cent, alkaloids. Two 
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trees of Q. Sucelntbia and two of C. OfflciiuilU wei^ *also cnt 
down for an analysis of the bark in this oonntiy^ and the bark 
yielded by C. Sfuicirubra was found to be most promiaingi although 
much thinner than the red bark imported from South America; while 
the bark yielded by C, Offieitvilu was found to resamUe^he com* 
mercia] bark of that speciee. ^ 

There were 1,194 plants of 0. SuCGinibm distributed to planters in 

Dirtribntto.ofCinehon.-'n.uioam. the Darjeeling District daring the year, 
w of CiDchonai in Oovtrnmeut piiou* 600 were sout to Calcutta for despatch 
tio^ ac. iQ Chittagong in furtherance of the ex* 

f ierimental cultivation carried on in that district, which was noticed in 
ast year’s report, 300 wero sent to the Botanical Gardens at Saharun* 
pore, and C50 to the Cossyah Hills, whore a Cinchona nursery was 
ibrmod during the year for tho introduction of the cultivation by 
private itidividoals in Assam. The total nnmber of Cinchonas in exist* 
once in the Government plantations, as well as in those of private com* 
panics in Darjeeling, was 1,014,820 plants of all species, as under:—

This exhibition,was 
on the whole successful, but not to such an extent as to justify tlie 
repetition of such shows in Assam, except in oombination with a local 
mela or fair, by which means it is anticipated that the people will be 
indneed to att^d in greater nnmbers and exhibit their pr^ncts more 
readily. The expenses of the exhibition at Tespore amounted to Rs. 
2,394*15, while tno assets derived from subscription ud sale of tickets 
amounted only to Ba. l;286-7-9» . * 
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He. disease amctflg cattle m flie T^er Provincoa which appeared at 
CirttlaDWieBengJ. the time of the Agricultural Exhibition 

held at Alipore ia January 1864| and 
the appointment of Dr. Palmer to enquire into and report on the sub* 
jcct| were noticed in the Administration Beport for t863*64« The 
report submitted by Dr. Palmer was sent to Secretary of State oa 
having a special bearing on the cc^tle disease then rapng in England ;

FAMINE. 


The scarcity of food in many parts of Bengali an account of the 

causes of which was given in the 
Famine inOritca aix] otw ptrta of BcostL last Administration Boporti con¬ 
tinued to engross the attention of 
the local Govemmont thronghout the year. 

The great question for decision on the Ist May was the propriety 
or othorwiso of importing rice into Orissaj in which province conflicting 
opinions were held as to the state of^tho stocks in hand. On the 28tn 
May discussion was set at rost by the rooeipt of a telegram from the 
Commissioner reporting the sadden closure of shops and exhaustion 
of stocks in Cuttack. Importations were at once con^oncedi and 
Mr. McNeiloi c. s., was deputed as Special Commissionor to Orissa to 
assist the Divisional Commissioner. Ultimately importations of grain on 
a very extenrivo scale wore undertaken^ but the lateness of tho season 
rendered tho landing and internal transport of it a work of groat difE- 
culty. From the fx^nre of the food supply of the provinoei which has 
been occasioned by the droughti and from the impossibility of throwing 
in imported grain during the period between May aad October in quanti¬ 
ties Bufficient to support tho destitute popolationi a lamentat^ mortality 
oocurredi which was a^ravated by the extraordinary itMindations of 
August and September. In the month of. Decemb^ a Commission 
was appointed by the OovernmeDt of Indian consisting of the Hon'ble 
G» Campbelli c. s., one of the Judges of the High Conrti as President, 
and Colonel W. E. Morton, x. b., and Mr. H. L. Dampier, o. a.> Com* 
missioner ol the Nuddea DiviaioOj as Members, with instmetions to 
enquire into and report on the ceases, circnmstaaces, and extent of the 
famine, and to suggest remedial measures, in order, as far as possible, to 
guard agmnst the recurrence of a similar disaster for the futore. 

.The Commissioners have sabinitted their report which has been 
laid before the Secretary of State for India. They have expressed an 
opinion that an estimate of the mortality at one-fburth of tho popnlatioa 
of Orissa is sot too high. 

The scarcity which terminated in fiunine in Orissa was felt more 
or less in all paints of Bengal, with the exception of the Bastem 
Distiicts, where tBe crops of 1665 had been almost foil. In Uidnapore, 
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Chota Ka^pore, and the Patna DinBionttiere was disbressj and 

the mortalitv in inanj places was yeir heayy. JSx. F. R. Cookerell, c. s.^ 
the Legal Mmembrancer of the Lower Rroyinces^ was deputed to 
enquire into the oircumstancee of the famine in Behar ; and other 
distriote were indoded in the tract made oyer to Mr. Campbell’s 
commisBion. 

Mr. Cockerell’s report has also been sabmitted and is now before 
thw Secretary of State. « 

In the latter part of May and in Jane crowds of patmers from the 
neighbouring districts began to flock into Calcatta, and the number 
soon became so great as to demand the serious attention of the local 
Government. 

The liberality of many of the wealthier natiye gentlemen was 
beyond all praise^ and it is estimated that nearly 12,000 persons were 
fod ddly at private charities. At last a public meeting was held and a 
Belief Committee formed, of which Mr. Stuart Hogg, o. e., the Chairman 
of the Justices, was Chairaan, and subscriptions were raised. A large 
pauper camp was formed at Chitpore, and at the end of the year 
imwards of 11,000 paupers had been sent back to their homes by the 
Committee* 


The crops of 1866 have happily boon very good in almost all 
parts of tho country, except the tracts desolated by the inuDdations. 
In other parts of Bengal, though prices range conaidorably above tho 
averagOj littlb>'or no anxioty is felt that thediatross in 1867 wilt bo 
serious. In Orissa and in parts of Maunbhoom it u; still necoasoir to 
give relief. In Maunbhoom this is chiefly confined to Public Works 
mr the emploraent of the people in the neighbourhood of their homos, 
and tho Board of Revenue are saperinteading all these anungoments; 
but in Orissa, from the southern part of the Balasore District south¬ 
wards to the boundary of the Madras Presidency, it has been found 
necessaiy to establish relief centres at short diatenoes from one another 
which are k.nppli6d with sea-imported rice. The importation of the 
rice, (which is expected to amount co above 1,100,006 mannds or about 
40,270 tons) and its landing^and storage are under the management of 
the Board of Revenue and the Local Officers of Oovemmeot. ^e trans¬ 
port inland and the diatributibn of relief is managed by a laige special 
staff controlled by a mixed Belief Committee of official and non-official 
gentlemen in Calcutta, of which the Hon’ble C. P. Hobhouse, c» s., 
Judge of the High Court, is President. 


The services of Mr. E. W. Molony, c. s., have been placed at 
the disposal of the Gomcnittee, and he is employed as Specif Famine 
CommiMioner in Orissa aided by a large steS of Assistant and Deputy 
Collectors. 

Besides the gratnitous reUef afforded at the centres, rice is sold 
from the Government storehouses, and ample enmloyment is afforded 
on public works and on those of the Irrigation Company. It wUl be 
necessary to carry on these measures of relief on a la^ scale till 
Noveml^c, when the new crop will come in. *

The numeiou^'ov]>haus» loft by iUo famine aro at p^sciit sup* 
portrd partly by Oovernmont and partly by tho llolief dommitteo. 
Most of tbem are in ado over to the care of missionary bodies. Arrungo- 
inoota to provide for their permanent support wilt bo made at tlio end 
of tho cwTont year, when Uie precise nuuiber finally left in tho hands 
of the Government and of tho ftolicf Committee can bo ascciiuined.

A Statement (O. 1) in the Appendix shews the work done or to he 

done in the Professional Survey depart- 
rr»ri*sKuin&i. ment during the survey year etKliiig <ni 

the SOtb Scptemlwr 18117. Theuggregnte 
area cx|>ectcd to he completed was 4,103 square milcH, of which 1,733 
miloH were claHsed as moiaawar, 1,720 miles as topognvpliieal work, and 
050 square miles os waste lands. The total expenditure was estimated 
at lU. 3,0 J>,525, which gave an average of Rs. ^•]3*10 per square mite. 
Taking the average on each class of work separately the rate on the 
mousawar work was Bs. S7*C per square mile, on toi>ographical work 
Its. 95*12-10, and on waste lauds Rs. 74*7*7. In the iHt, 2ud, 
3rd, and 5th Divisions the high rates were ascribed to the didloult 
nature of the country under survey. The movement of the 3ud Divi¬ 
sion from Mauubhoom to Luckimporc (luring the year also added to 
the increased rate in that Division. In the 4ih Division itie arrears of 
tho previous season prevented a larger out-turn of work than is shewn 
in the statement, but tbc entire tract demarcated from Hhaugulpore 
to Maldali was surveyed. In the 0th Division a great part of tlie 
season was taken up in purlal or check surveys, for purposes of u 
further report call^ for by the Government of India on Major 
Tliompson’s surveys. The 1st, or Darjeeling revenue and topographical 
party, completed all the work that remained to be done in that district 
during the season, and assisted the 5th Division in the 8u».wcy of tbe 
Western Dooors. The area surveyed by tho 3ud, or Upper Assam 
revenue and topc^raphical party, was in excess of the out-turn of the 
previous season. 

Tho work done by the non-professional parties js shewn in State¬ 
ment 0. 2 in the Appendix. The 3u(l, 
Kga-rrotcsnooal. 3rd, and 4th Divisions wee engaged 

m^Iy in registry work. In the 2nd 
Division the registers of 35 out of 32 pergunnahs were completed up 
to the close of the year. In the 3rd Division 50 vcruacuiur and 4i 
EngUsh Registers were written, leaving only one vornacnlar register of 
Dacca and 9 of Sylhet to ho completed; besides which 33 of the Dacca 
registers and 83 of the Svlhet registers remained to be translated into 
English. The maps of the Dacca District, which had been injured by 
much liaudling, were also re*<^pied. In tbe 4t}i Division fair progress 
was made in writing the registers, some difficulty being experienced 
iu Bockorgungc ou account of the intermixture of villages. No

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deiYiftrcation work was done by the Dearah Survey party, which was 
engaged for tlie most part in adjustments of revenue in the Patna Division. 
Boundary pillars iiave been erected in the districts of Bhangulpore and 
Maldah at a coat of Its. 113 and Be. 65 respectively. In Assam 33 
villages were demarcated in Scebsagur, 61 in Luckimporoi 63 in 
Kamroop, and 255 in Nowgongi the operations in Luckimporc and 
Nowgong having been comment during the year. The entire area 
demarcated in Assam was 3,3G0 square miles* In Lohardugga and 
Palanmw the work in the early part of the season consisted in re-opon* 
in^ boundary lines previously cleared and demarcated, but on which 
jungle had again sprung up before professtoDHi operatioua could be 
commenced upon. Ill villages were also subsequently demarcated, 
l>rogrc8s was made in writing the registers, and 103 maps were 
prepared for the settlement officer. In Maunbhoom the common 
boundary between Singhboom and Mauubhoom and Lohardugga 
and Maunbln^om was rclaid, the boundarr dispute which had cxisU^ 
for matiy ycai^ between Dulbhoom and Burrabhoom was settled 
by tho adjustment of 30 miles of boundary, and a portion of 
Patbhoom was demarcated. In the Dooars an area of 1,000 square 
miles was demarcated, progress was made in iparking off sites for 
pi at forma along the boundary between the Western Dooars and Bootan 
and in every village and jungle block, and the demarcation of the 
boundary between the Eastern Dooars and Bootan was commenced. 
The erection of boumlary pillars along the entire border, from the 
Tccsta to the Monass, lias boon undertaken by the Public Works 
Dep.wtmcnt. 150 square miles in the Western Dooars and 1,500 square 
miles in the Eastern Dooars remained to bo surveyed at the close of 
the year. 

The survey operations in Assam embrace the survey of waste 

lands, especially tea grants, and the 
AmmSurv 07 . re^suTvey of the entire province. Tho 

first party organised for this survey whs 
drafted in 1862 from the 4th Survey Division, and sent to Upper Assam 
to (K>ni7nenco operations in Seebsagur. A second party was organized 
in 18<^3 for cornmenciug operations in Lower Assam (Kamroop) ; and 
in the same year a demarcation establishment was sent up for preparing 
ground for the professional survey. It has been siucc determined that, 
instead of the disjointed and desultory operations in connection with 
the tea gardens, the survey of the province ahonld be converted into 
a revenue survey in the settled mouzahs, and a topographical survey 
in unoccupied or partially occupied tracts. It lias also been determiued 
that all the survey parties employed in Bengal shall be sent to Assam 
as the work of each Division is brought to a close, with the view of 
completing the work in Assam before any portion of Bengal is re* 
surveyed i and, in accordance with this plan, the entire 1st Survey 
Division is now working in Kamroop, and h portion of tho Sad Survey 
Division is working in Luckimpore, in addition to the Upper Assam 
8un*ey party which is working in Seebsagur. The supervision of the 
survey in Assam has been recently entrusted to tho Commissioner of 
the Province. 
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It was stat^ in the report for 18(U-65 that, with a view to the 
^ settlement of the boundor/ dispute!^ 

^^d«ytatwe«Sb^andai» two adjaccut distneta of 

Shahabad and Ghazeeporc which be* 
long to Bengal and the North-Western Provinces respectively, it had 
been proposed to the Government of India that the deep stream of the 
river Ganges should be declared to be the boundary between tlioso 
districts, and between the Lieutenant-Governorships of Bengal and 
the North-Western Provinces, the disputes reg;ardiug property and 
occupation being left to the decision of the regular tribunals. The 
(ih>vornmcnt of*India having since issued a notification defining the 
boundary in the manner proposed, the Collector of Shahabad has bocu 
ins tracts to take charge of the estates added to his district thereby. 

The arrangement proposed for ensuring tUo preservation of the 
. . . ^ , stations of the Gi*cat Trignomctricul 

^ Survey, bv nxakiuK them over , to the 
charge of the police, was tiottccd in 
last year’s report, 'fhe proposal having bceu agreed to by the 
Superinteadent of the Snrvey, the necessary instructions ha\c since 
been issued for the charge of the stations being mado over to the police 
authorities. A statiob in one district, which had fallen into ruins, 
having been destroyed under the orders of the local authorities iiom 
ignorance in regari to its charactorj the Oovernmeut of India has 
further directed, with a view to prevent the occurrence of similar 
mistakes, that steps should be taken for the identiheation and 
preservation of all important marks and stations ; and h 'fist of tliasc 
iQ Bengal is being prepared by the Saporintendent of tlic Trignomo- 
trical Survey.

reduction of tho general expenditure. 

Tbe issues of stationery during the year shew an inorcaso in 
tlie consumption of printing papers, which have been substitatod to 
some extent for hana laid paper, and bavo been in greater demand at 
the Aliporo Jail and Government Central Presses for tbe printing 
of forms. Thnro has also boon un increase in the expenditure of 
Bills of Exehan^ papors, which wore drawn in lar^ quantities 
by ilio Money Order Department, and of goose qniUs, wmoh am 
now supplied to the difieront offices on a more libera) scale. In all 
other ariieles the issues shew a decreaso; and tho decrease in aggregate 
VO 1 uo, incladiDg bills for Mofussil puroh^os, was Ils. 8t,835, besides 
wliich tliere was also a decrease in the charges iacurred on account of 
ostablisfamoQt, packing, and contingoncics to tho extent of lis. 4,071.

During the year a law (Act XXV of 1507) boa been pasnud 
wliicli requires that a certain nnmbcr of copies of every book and 
pamphlet printed in India shall bo delivered to (Jovcniuont, and tho 
arraogomonta to bo carried ont in coimoction with it were under con¬ 
sideration at the close of the year.

The question of introdneing a uniform system of weights ntid 

« . . , measures throughout nil India having 

tl'O Govommoiit of 
Madras and the Calcutta Trades^ 
Association, it was orilcred by tho Govemraciit of India in Juno 18(31 
that a Committee should be appointed for considering it in each 
Presidency and Province, and the result of their doliborations aub- 
TTiittod to the Government of India with the remarks of tho local 
OovernTnont. Tho Committee for Bengal submitted tli^r report iu 
July last, and, after noticing tho proaent state of confusion and un¬ 
certainty in the matter of weights and measures throughout tho coun¬ 
try, stated that in their opinion the best course iJiat could bo 
ndciptcd for reforming that ovil was to Icgulizo the French decimal 
system of weights nnd measures, called tlio metric systom, to put forth 
tho whole strength of Govomment in every practicable way in order 
to familiarise the public with that system, and, after a convenient 
period, to render the nso of it oompulsoiy by penal enactments, 'ilio 
reasons assigned for this opinion were that tho metric system was a 
complete, clear, and simple system connecting weight with measure 
and money with weight by simple and intelligible relations, that it 
was easy to Icam and simplified the labour of calculation to nu 
cxtmordinaiy degree, and that it had already been adopted by nearly 
half of the civil^ed world, would probably soon be adopted, at all 
events in commercial and international tran^tions, by Ivngland, and 
would, in the event of its being adopted in this connky, do more than 
anything else to bring it into relation with tho higher civilization of* 
Fnrope. The Committee closed their report with a series of practical 
propositions, the adoption of which would tend, they said, to bring 
about the t^onnity which had been bo long desired. These proposi¬ 
tions were as follows: {l$i) that a short law should at once be passed, ; 
similar to tho English Act (Cap. CXVIl., dated July 1864,) for 
legal iaiog the use of the meitio system in oil kinds of transactions; 
{2nd) that application should at once bo mado to the Bureau du 
Miniature de r lotdrieur at Paris for a complcto set of carefully 
verified weights and measures; (8r^} that a permanent Committee 
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should be appointed, with a paid Secretary, to cany out the iheasurea 
determined upon, draw op tables, keep and verify standards, ^nperin- 
tend Inspectors, and take measures for increasing the use and iroprov* 
ing the koowledgo of the system among the people ; (Hh) that Govorn- 
ment should os early as possible iutrodnce the system into the Public 
Works Department, and in the Customs, Commissariat, Accounts, 
Survey, and other Departmeuta^the Railway being also requested to 
follow the same plan; {5th) that offices of*verification should be 
established in every district and large town and supplied with standard 
weights and measures bwiug the stamp of the permanent Committeo; 
{5th) that tables should be prepared and widely circulated, shewing the 
metric expressions for the seer of 80 tolahs and its multiples and 
sub •divisions, and so for beogahs, ; and {7ih) that the metrical 
system should be taught in all Govemmout and Aided Schools, and 
a knowledge of it roquired at the entrance examinations iu tho 
Uuiversities and from all candidates for pnblio employment. 

The sog^tions of the Committee appoaring to be judicious 
and well considered, have been recommended to tho Ooverument of 
India for adoption, with tho remark that, though the chauges proposed 
are of a swooping and startling nature, thoro is no reason to suppose 
that they would meet with greater opposition tbad slighter alterations, 
and that, siuco it is desirable that tue present state of thbgs should 
bo amended, it is obviously better that the change should be a thorough 
and efficient one, and not merely a tentative adoption of the 
English sys^m to be followed by fdrther distnrbing changes a few 
years later. 

It may bo here noticed that a uniform standai^ of weights and 

u incrodoced during the 

iUc Bgntbii Firrgii&oftiti. year ui the bonthal Pergnnuahs, primarily 

with a view to prevent the Sonthals 
from being cheated by the Bengalee traders, who, from the great 
variety of weights and measures hitherto prevailing in the province, 
were enablod to bay with one measure wliile they sold with another. 
The only difficulty experienced in introducing the new system carno 
from the Southals themselves, who in their ignorance objected to it 
simply because it was new. But they have since begun to appi'eciate 
the advantages of uniformity. 

Tho appointment of a hfetoorological Committee was noticod Iu 

or th. H^oroiopcu f" 1864-65 The labors 

CotuuilUe, ac. 01 the Committee nave hitherto been 

a devotod chiefly to the completion of 

preliminary arrangements, rts., the selection and establishment of 
observing stations, the seleotioQ and verification of the ioatniments 
supplied, and the adoption rules for observation, forms of record, 
&c. They have also kept a constant watch on the daily telegraphic 
reports, with a view to warn the shipping of the approach of bad 
weather. To allow of tho system of observation being extended, sane* 
tion has been accorded during tho vear to the establiahmout of 
observing statloas at Dacca and Daijcenog, which though not on the 
coast bne are important stations for indi^tiug the prevalence of the 
wind cuirents whicn afibet the weathor southwards, though they aro 
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not felt .there/ The Government of India has also aothorizoJ the 
appointment of a Metoorologioal Reporter for Bengal, as ^ has been 
afraadj sanctioned for the North-Western Provinces and the Punjab, for 
the express purpose of compiling an abstract of tho various registers 
of obsen^tioD. A grant of Bs« 500 has also been made to the Com¬ 
mittee for the purchase of such standard works on moteorologj as 
niaj be required. 

A descriptive ethnology of Bei^l having boon compiled by 
^ ^ , Colonel Dalton, the Asiatic Society wore 

P 78 D ogy Beofffti asked and have agreed to supervise the 

publication of it. It is intended further to illustrate tho work by 
characteristic representations of the diiTeront races and tribes in 13engal> 
and enquiries wore being made at the close of the year os to the bost 
means of ooUecting and publishing tho photographs roquirod for tho 
purpose. 

Mr. Boamea^ Collector of Chumpamn, having oxprcsaod a desire 

to unaertake tho compilation of a work 
CompU^UoB of » work on thf hs* qq the lanimaires of the hill and other 
Ot tu ndi C< Noriks tribes of Northorn Indio, ond pro- 

posed either that ho might be allowed 
to proceed on a prolonged tour through the places inhabitatod b^ thoso 
tribes, or that the public officers in charge of those places might be 
direct^ to assist him with infonnation and notes towards tho aocom- 
plishmont of his purpose, the second proposal has been agrood to by 
Government, ana in fuftheranco thereof the Com mission trs of Ohota 
Nagporo, Bhaugulpore, the Sontbal Pergunnahs, Assam, Cooch Bohnr, 
Dacca, and Chittagong directed to affbrd him all reasonable aid in the 
matter. A similar request has likewise boon mode through tlio Govern- 
meats of India, tho North-Western Provincos, and Punjab, and the 
Chief Commissioner of the Control Ponvincos, to tho Rc^^idont at 
Khatmandoo, the Assistant Commissioner of Komaon and Ghurwol, 
the Deputy Commissioner of Simla, and aU local officers in the Control 
Provinces, and especially tho Deputy Commissioner of Sumtmlporo.

The constrocfcion of semis for the accommodation of travelleTs at 
e, . . 'I .... tho principal stations alonff the lines of 

velbn iioaff lU Railway Uoa. Railway m Bengal hamg been detcr- 

mfaed npon^ the Commissioners of 
Patna, Bhaugnlpore, Rajshahyej Bnrdwan, and the Presidency Division 
have been directed to commence with the work at once in their respec* 
tivo Divisions. The work is to be undertaken ont of local funds, and the 
raoro important stations are to be taken in hand first. Private persons 
and zemindars may hereafter be indneod to follow the example of 
Govommont and bnild serais at the smaller stations in tho event of 
it^ being found romunerative to do so. 

The Committee appointed for the collection of works of Art and 

Indastry for the Paris Exhibition of 
1867 reported in February last the close 
of their labors and tho general results 
which they had obtained. The arrangements made by ^om for carry¬ 
ing out the objects of tho exhibition appear to have seenred not only 
a fill! and adequate roprosentation of tho indastries of this country 
generally, but also a brilliant display of those rich and costly fiihricSj 
clothing, arms, and jewellery, which excited so much interost at 
the London Exhibition of 1851. This object has been attained by 
the hearty co-operation of tho notivo chiefs and princes, who liavo 
contribntod articles of great value in fnrthoranco of the ache me. Thoy 
wore offered the option of having their articles returned to them after 
the closing of tho exhibition free of all exponse, of having them sold 
and the proceeds remitted to each contributor, or of receiving a present 
equivalent to tho valtxo realized by the sale of tho articles. The last 
01 those three courses has been preferred by all the chiefs, and a 
Committee has been appointed for selecting tho return presents to be 
given to them. The collection generally is bolieved to be the most 
complete ever sent from this conntiy to Europe, surpassing thoso 
transmitted to London in 1851 and 1862 and to Faria in 1855. The 
number of specimens sent to the London Exhibition in 1851 was 8,350, 
while thoso sent to Paris on the present occasion exceed 5,200. The 
nggrogato value of tho collection cannot be determined, as most of 
the chiefs who have presented their contributions have given no informa¬ 
tion in regard to the value of tho articles sent by them. Tho collection 
has been sent to Paris in charge of Mr. Dowleaus, who has been 
appointed Special Agent for that purpose. 


SECTION X.—POLITICAL. 


MUNIPORE. 


In October last a raid was made into Munipore from Cochar by a 
^ ^ . P^y of Munipoories, under Gokul Sin?, 

m aupon. ^ ex-Bajah of Muniporc. The 

marauders, who were about 150 in number, started from Cochar on the 
18bb, but were immediately followed by a detachment of the 5th Regiment, 
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N. L. T.^.80 BtroDg, 'ondor Lieuton&sb Crohoiii and a PoIicG forco, 40 
strong, \indbr Mr. Rochfort, tHo District Superintendent of Police, who 
were accompanied by Mr» Edgar, tbe Depaty CommiMioner of tho 
difltricti up to the Miiaipoi'e frontier. Thotroope, however, did not over* 
take the saiders till tho 23rd on MQOi)X)re ground, by whicli time the 
rebels hud came iuto collision with the forces of tho Itejah of Mnniporo, 
aud were believed to havo got the better of tlicm. The enemy was, now-» 
ever, at once attacked •and dispersed by Lien tenant Crohan, and a 
fugitive party of them having b^n sabs^uentlv met by the bargago 
gnard of the £th Regiment, three of their num^r wero killed. Throo 
runaways were also captui^ud. Ou our side Mr. Roclifort only was 
slightly wounded. 

As the present incarsion was a ropoiitron of similar outrages 
committed in previous years, the Government of India directed that none 
of the Munipoorios iinpltcai^ in this or on;^ former attack shoiiM bo 
allowed to remain in uachar, or auywhoro in tho vicinity of Miuiiporo; 
and mcasnros were taken for removing them to a distance fix)ta the 
bordor, and placing them under surveillance. Efforts wore al^o made 
to seise Gokul Sing and his followers, aud to bring them to 
punialiTnent. Orders, have been issued for tho pennunout occupation 
of the out-posts at'Jirigliat and Oodown Ghut ou tho Miniiporo 
fiontier by our Police; and a proposition bos boon made, through tho 
Govornmont of India, to tho Rajuh of Muni|X»ro that a strong rohcc 
guard to bo paid by him should l>o posted ou tho Kalla Nuga Hill, 
which commands the easiest and shortest means of access from Cachar 
into Muniporo. * 

Tho measures taken for striedy enforcing tho provisions of tho 
UMriciioni th« mU of urn* io AiTus' Act woro noUcod iu last year's 
tUo ilutrlcoi bordering m iioniiwre. report. TTio attention of Government 

was again drawn to the subjoct during tho year under review, 
and, with a view to provmit any furUicr raids being attempted 
by the Munipoories living in Sylbet and Cachar against the kiii^loin 
of Muniporo, tlio Mi^stratos in tho Chittagong and Dacca bivi- 
sions were Rpeciolly instructed not to grant licenses under SocUou 7 
of tho Act, fur the manufacturo or sale of arms and aminnnitiou to 
any person who had not received a license to transport them, and at tho 
same time to exercise great caution in gmnting licensos for tho transport 
of arms and aTunmnition. instmetions were also issued for tho inspection 
by European Police olBcors of the premises of persons ltcen8c<l to mantu 
facturc or deal in arms, &c., in the districts boiuoring ou Manipore; for 
the withdrawal of licenses from dealers inarms having their shops at 
places other than the sadder stations of districts where no check could 
be exorcised over them; for the apprehension of persons conveying arms 
and ammunition under anspicious circamstauces; and for tho disarming 
of persons going armed or emrying arms without having obt^cd a 
license. 


NAQAS. 

A raid was committed in Cachar by a party of Angami Kagas on

the 14th and 15th of June last, iu 
which ^ey first killed six persons whom 
they met going in search of rice, aud 
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tUen attacked tho Meckir village of Scrgamcb&j situated on Hie edgo 
of an uniuIiaLibed tract of country at a distance * of one day^a jcuroey 
from the Kbcmnco Police Station^ where they killed 20 more persons^ 
including 13 women and childreo, and then plundered and fired the 
village. Tho number of the Nagas conoemed in tho outrage was van* 
OQsly reported at from 15 to 25, and, owing to no timely notice of the 
' occuiTonce having been given to the Police, the party sent in pursuit of 
the marauders was not successful in overtaking them. A s^eme for 
tracing them out and ofToctually punishing them in their homes was 
afterwards considered in connection with the arrangement anthorized 
for tho administration of tho Naga Hills, but it was found impracticable 
to carry it out doling tho last cold season owing to the sickness 
of Lieutenant Grogoiy, which baa also prevented for this year the 
occupation of Samoogooting which is to be his heed-quartors. 
It is to bo hopfd, however, that tho now line of policy to bo 
adopted towards tho Nagas, and the oetablishment of the Deputy 
CommU8ionGi'’s head •quarters at Samoogooting, when this has Doen 
accomplished, will eSoctually check butebories of this sort; and, by 
the instructions already given to him, the Deputy Commissioner 
has been expressly empowerod to proceed summarily against any 
village proved to have been coocemed in a gross outrage, on the 
understanding however that this power is to be exercised in those 
coses only whore it would defeat the object of remedial action to refer 
it for tho prior sanction of higher authority. 

Of the other instmetions given and arrangements made during the 
year for carrying out tho now scheme of administration in the Naga 
Uills tho moat important were as follows: Tho Gaonboora or hoadman 
of every villago has been authorized to try all potty casea, and will bo 
held rospoDsiblo for the Police of bis villago and for reporting all 
crime committed therein, and also for the collection of any tax which 
may be imposed on his village. A tax of 2 a year has been 
ordered to be lovied from the villagers of Samoogooting, or eight days’ 
labor in tho year in lieu of cash. The Deputy Commissioner has been 
authorizod lo exercise the powers of Superintendent of Police, and an 
Assistant Commissioner has been appointed who has been similarly 
empowered to exercise the powers of an Assistant Snperintendent of 
Police. A police force of 150 constables, with the nenal complo* 
ment of native officors, has been placed under the Deputy Com* 
miasioner, who has been further authorised to employ 20 
Rookie scouts, with a jemadar of their own tribe, whose sole duty will 
be to scour tho jungle round Samoogooting and Dhemapore, and to 
keep it and the road between those posts clear of prowling parties of 
Angamees. In his criminal proceedings the Dranty Commissioner has 
been directed to follow the spirit of the Criming Procedure Code and 
to exorcise the powers of a Sessions Judge. An appeal from his decisions 
will lie to the Judicial Commissioner of Assam. The Assistant 
Commissioner has been aathorixed to exercise the powers of a If a^fistrato 
as described in the Criminal Froceduro Code. In regard to Civtl oases 
the procedure hitherto followed ie to be continued for the present under 
the supervision of the Depufy Commissioner. Orders l^ve also been 
given for^ opening out the roads urgently required for facilitating 
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commntucatioQ 'botwoea Ssmoogooting, Dliemapore^ aad tlic Bab-divU 
sional sUtida of Golabgbifc. * 

OARROWS. 

An account was given in last yearns report of tho raids committed

was stated that^ with a view to 
check these outragcSi i scheme Iiad been sanctioned by the Govern- 
ment of India for placing a European OQicer in charge of tlie Garrow 
HiUs, In furtherancG of this scheme the Garrow Hills have Rii^ce 
been separated from the district of Oowalparah^ and formed into a 
distinct jurisdiction under a first class AssUtant CommiHsioncri with 
head-quarters at a place to lie selected on the Toora Pahnr; and 
Lieutenant WiUiamaoni who has been api)ointcd to tho office^ was 
cng^cd in selecting a proper site at the close of the year. 

Some administrative clian^ have also bceti authorized iu carry¬ 
ing out the scheme, the most important of which arc as follows: The 
pFKccs of Lushkur and Zimmoflar have been aroalgamutcd, so that tlie 
police and revenue responsibility in eacli village or tract may rest 
with one headman. ; The ofiicc of Lushkur has thus been made to 
correspond with that of Dolloi on the Cossyah and Jynteah Hills, and of 
Gaonboora in the Naga Hills; and,in regard to criminal cases, the 
duty of the Lushkur will be to try within his jurisdiction all olToncca 
which are not of a heinous character, eases beyond his competence 
being tried by tho Assistant Commissioner. The AssiHtont Comm in- 
sioncr will also exercise the powers of a Sessions Judge with tlic aid 
of Assessors, but appeals from his decision will lie to the Commissioacr 
of the Cooch Bchar Division in his judicial capscity. In Civil caKcs 
the Assistant Commissioner will simply control the action of the 
Lashkurs, trying himself those coses in which persons of dilFcrent 
tribes or villages are parties. It has been further ordered that the 
Lusiikur will be held responsible for the police of his village and for 
reporting all crimes committed therein, and also for the collection of 
taxes and assessments. A Police force of 100 constables with the 
usual complement of native officers has moreover been sanctioned for 
employment in the hills, and is to be enrolled under Act V of 1801 
and recruited from the various tribes found in tlic neighlwuring dis¬ 
tricts of Gowalparah, Cooch Bchar, and Uungporc. The cstaldish- 
ment of the necessary outposts along the frontier has been deferred 
till the Assistant Commissioner has obtained some experience of the 
country placed nnder hb charge. In the meantime measures are 
being taken for opening out communications, and the coiutmctiou 
of a line of bridle road from Singimary to Toora Pahar has been 
already authorised. 

ABOKS. 

The annual meeting with the Abor Chiefs was held at Dching 

Debang Mookh on the 3rd April 
A&nttti taetitttf wMi t!w Abof 1806, by tbe District Boperintonuenb 

of Police of Luckimpore, in tbo 
absence of the Deputy Commissioner, and an agreement waj rutcred 
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intoirith the fotirteen clans of the Bor Ahor tribes who had hitherto kept 
aloof from all intercourse with our oflBccrs. This eng;^ement is prc« 
cisely of the same nature as that mode with the other Abor tribes^ and 
bciides binding those who hare subscribed to it, has served also to 
conciliate the Membo Abors, who being subordinate to the Bor Ahors 
had displayed signs of dissatisfaction at the meeting held in 1805, 
because the Bor Ahors had not then come to terms. The only one of 
these tribes which still maintains an unfriendly attitude towards us 
is the Poshre Meyong Abors, whose attack on a frontier village in 1662 
led to the adoption of the present plan of general frontier defence and 
of*Police snbaidies and defences: and their sole cause of complaint 
now is the maintenance of a guard and stockade at Pobuli Mookh. It 
is cipcctcd that this flt of ill humour, (for so it is supposed to be 
by the local oIBcers) will not last long, lu the mcaniiiiie the proposal 
of removing the post at Pobah Mookli has been at once rejected, as 
no such step could he taken without relinquishing the whole cnitivoted 
tract below the hills to the hfeyong A1>ors and the Mccris who occupy 
it, and who arc the serfs and slaves of the Moyongs. 


MISHMEES. 


A raid committed by the Mishmccs on a Kamptco village in 

Upper Assam was noticed iu last 
uw-n for tho proTcaUon of rqwrt. The endeavours 

mode by the Deputy Coinmiemioucr 
of Luckimporc to trace out the perpetratora of this outrage have been 
misucccB^fiil, but some arrangcruents have since been jnadc for clicck* 
ing raids from the same direction in future. Ten Kauiptco Volunteers, 
Willi a Commandant at their heui, luvvc been armed with muskets and 
bayonets as a guard in the service of Goverument; arid a scheme has 
been sanctioned for concentrating a number of hamlets near Suddyah 
into one viUogc at Dekrang, which wiU of itself provide a dcfeucd 
sigainst incursions. 


THE ItTLL TRACTS OP CHITTAGONG. 


The raids committed by the Sliindoos in the Hill Tracts of Cliit- 

tagong were noticed in last yearns 
Our rfUUana with fW SUndoM. rc]>oTt, and it was stated that the 

Chief Commissioner of Britisli Bur- 
mab had been requested to adopt measures for the protection of the 
frontier on the side of the Akyab district through which the Shindoos 
penetrated into Chittagong, and proposals were made for undertaking 
an expedition into the Sliindoo country for the punishment of tlie 
marauders. The Chief Commissioner was, however, of opinion that it 
was not practicable to adopt any aggressive action from that quarter 
with any prospect of success, as notmng was known of the interior 
economy of the Shindoo tribes generally, or of the actual perpetrators 
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of the raids referred *to; and, nader thcao circumstancca, it was con* 
Bidercd advisable to abstain for the present from undertaking any 
hostile rooveTDent against them. Our efTorta have accordingly been 
confined mainly to gtdnieg an accurate knowledge of the different 
tribes inlvibiting the coufinea of Akvab and Chittagong, and to increas¬ 
ing the moans of protecting our villages from future attacks; and {or 
this purpose an ofUccr has recently been appointed Superintendent of 
the Arracaii Hill I'racts^ The result has been so far satisfactory that 
there has been no fresh Shindoo raid during the year. 


A series of raids were however committc<l in the Hill Tracts by t)ie 

Looshai Kookics of the Uowloiig 
Uniii* eommiuM Hy ibc Eoolsic# tribe, who arc said to Lc the 
0 iho owvugin . CRcmics of the Shindoos, and who 

liad liitlkcrto made no incnraions in this direction. In tlic first of 
these raids, which occuiTod on the Cth July last, three villages near 
Kho^Klioong, inhabited by Uunjoogccs, were attacked by a party of 
about 400 Looshais, and four men were killed and 80 men and women 
curried away captives. In the second raid, which immediately followed 
ilic first, a5lugli village on the Cnptic w;i8 attacked, apparently by a 
detachment from tlie-sume party of Loosliais, and tlircu men and one 
girl killed, and eight othem carried away. A third raid was committed 
on a village named Guam KUcong, wliirli was attacked and plundered. 
These mids, following each other so quickly, necessarily greatly alarmed 
all the villugcs in the Hill Tracts, and a rumour was prmjagntcd aiid 
believed that a general raid was contemplated by the Loiu^liuis. To 
allay this alarm and punish effectually the pcrjtctratora of the outrages 
already committed it was at one time intended to tend an expedition to 
the Looshai villages; but it was found on cnipiiry that the Ilowlong 
tribe was a very powerful one, consisting of at least 1G,000 men, and 
that nothing short of a regularly equipped military force, with artillery 
aud a Commissariat establishment, would be sufBcicut to chastise them 
thoroughly. The chiefs who had committed the raids were traced to 
the comparatively petty villages of Lalloor and Yantoonga; hut the 
prime mover in the matter was believed to be the Chief of Vundoola, 
the head of the Ilowlong tribe, whose village was situated on the high¬ 
est ridge of the chain of hills which forms the water-shed of Chittagong 
and Arracan and which is inaccessible on tlirce sides and well defend¬ 
ed on the fourth. It was apparent that no hostile expedition ought 
to be undertaken bnt such as would thorongbly accomplish its purpose, 
and before sending such an over]K)wering force it was considered 
desirable to await fuller information than was before the Government. 
It was therefore determined that for the present the only action to be 
taken in the matter should be confined to the strengthening of onr 
line of out-posts on the frontier with a view to repelling future incur¬ 
sions, and to this end the Hill Tract Police was ordcr^ to be raised 
at onCe to its full sanertioned strength and to be further strengthened, 
if necessary, from the reserves of other districts. It was directed that 
all attempts at raids and dacoities should for the time simply be 
repelled, the marauders being followed only where this could be done 
with safety, and the measures of retaliation licing confined to the arrest, 
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if possible, of persons implicated in the crime and' the seizure and 
dcstructioiL of property belonging to them. 

After the aboTO iastructioiis were issued reports were again re- 

ceired of fresh bands of iparauding 
BcBowed outTHc*. Looehais having entered the HiU 

Tracts in different directions and 

S irpetrated acta of great violencej both withirv the jurisdiction of the 
eputy Commuaioncr and beyond it. From one place named Chec- 
bo(iowj near the Suogoo Valley, they carried off three persons ; two 
other villagca in the same direction Iwlonging to the Bunjoogees were 
plundered and destroyed, 11 men being killed and 35 taken prison¬ 
ers ; and, in the Sbindoo country, to the northward of the Koladyno 
river, they attacked and cut up four villages belonging to the Sliindoos, 
carrying off 76 prisoners. Besides these, one intended raid into the 
HiU Tracts was prevented by the fricudlv exertions * of Button Pooca, 
who encounter log the party refused to allow them to proceed until tlicy 
had token an oath on the ddo aud spear, their war weapons, not to 
harm any British subjects; for which service Hutton Pooca has been 
baDdsomcly rewarded. The vigilance of the HiU Tract Police was also 
particularly useful in pursuing the marauders wherever they appeared, 
tiU they were compelled to retire and hide themselves in the jungles, 
and this in many instances prevented the commission of further out¬ 
rages. The Police has now been fully strengthened. The policy 
hitherto followed towards the Looshais and other disaffected tribes was 
further being reviewed at the eud of the year, with a view to discover 
why the measures already adopted for the pacification of the frontier 
have hitherto been unsuccessful. The utmost endeavours were also 
being mode to open negociations with the Looshai and Syloo Chiefs to 
enter into engagements similar to those already made with Ruttou 
Pooca and his tribe. 


While this has been the state of affairs in tbc Hill Tracts of 

01 the side of Cachar hare 
been altogether of a more friendly 
character than in previous years. It was stated in last year’s report 
that the expedition which it was intended to send to their country for 
the liberation of the Adumpore captives had been deferred, owing to the 
lateness of the season and the abs^ce of accurate information regarding 
the unexplored jungles the tribes inhabit, and that, in the meanwhile, 
it was intended to make one further attempt to re-open negociations 
with the Chief Sookpilal for the restoration of the captives supposed 
to be in his possession. A good opportunity was afforded for opening 
these negociations by the arrival of four distinct deputations from 
the Looshais at the head-quarters of the Deputv Commissioner of 
Cachar, one deputation being from Sookpil^ himself. The other 
three were, one from a chief named Vagnoiler, who resides to the 
south of Munipore, and two from Vonpilal. the chief of Moolsler. 
In all tiicse cases the deputies were well received, the tribute offered 
by them being accepted and presents interchaDged. The deimtation 
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from Sodkpllal came al^o witli the alleged ialcntion of paying ^he tribatc 
due froi;n him and of' receiving the return presents of Goverument, 
btit this interchange of presents was in his case refused^ the deputation 
being made to understand that nothing but the release of the captives 
detained by Sookpilal wonid procure for him aud Iiis people the friend¬ 
ship of Government. They were assured at the same time that 
Sookpilal had nothing to fear if be mot the demands of Government' 
in good faith ; and advantage was taken of the return of the deputation 
to send to him a special messenger to negociatc for the release of the 
captives. The Chief ifanjihow^ who had rendered much assistance 
in 1S57 against the Chitta^ng Kutincers, was selected for this 
purpose ; and he was directea to invite Sookpilal or his son to come 
perronally with the captives to PoUecherra to meet the Deputy 
Commissioner, under an assurance that ho would in such cose be 
wcll-reecivcd nnd cDtcrtaincd. The efforts of Manjlhow were, however, 
unsuccessful, and he returned without being able to effect anythiug. 
A second messenger was then sent on the same errand, the person 
now selected being the muntri or adviser of Manjihow, who lioil 
accompanied him to the Looshai country; and this man was so far 
sneecssfni that he brought down with him a brother of Sookpilal, with 
a party of 13 Loosliais nnd four of the Adumpore captives. The 
captives given up arc all boys bctwocu eight and twelve years of age. 
Dcsidea these an old woman and another boy were also surrendered, 
but would not accompany the messenger. There arc three other 
captives wit1i Sookpilal, vit*, two women and a boy ; but tbene women, 
it is said, liavc marric^l among the l^ooshais and have families whom 
they do not wish to leave. Information was furtlier obtained of 
many captives beiug still held by a chief named Guoorshailun, a 
brothcr*in-Iaw of Sookpilal, who had also taken part in the attack 
oa Adumporc in 18C2, and who was strongly opposed to any of the 
captives being returned. This chief resides within the jurisdiction of 
the Rajah of Tipperah, and is believed to be the same as Miscboelal 
or Murchoclal referred to in the report for ISCt-CS. Step^havc been 
take., to ascertain the precise relations subsisting between him and 
the Rajah of Tipperah. Our messenger also learnt tliat many muskets 
and much sulphur had been obtained by the liooshais through 
Tipperah, and to put a atop to this for the future the local ofliccrs liavc 
been instracted to take every precaution to prevent the transport of 
arms aud ammunition through the district, and strictly to enforce the 
provisions of the Arms’ Act for this purpose. The Deputy Commis* 
Stoner has also been directed to endeavour to place our rebtious with 
Sookpilal on a footing of permanent amity. 


The annual Kookie meeting held at Kassalong took place on tlic 
* 7th of December last, but the numl>cr 

“ of 0^‘0f» P«*ont was unusually sraaU. 

Rutton Fooea and only two others of 
the same class remained to meet the Deputy Commissioner; eleven 
other chiefs who had come in to be present at the meeting leaving 
under various pretexts before the day fixed. Tho real cause of this 
conduct was discovered to be a feeling of distrust of the intentions 
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of Ooveniracut towards tliem vx connection with the recent raids, 
and this feeling the proceedings of the Deputj Com miss ioucr liad 
in no wa^ tended to allaj. That officer states that ho was careful 
not to weaken tho dread of punishment entertained by the chiefs 
whose connection with the raids was more or less suspect^,. and had 
rather drawn their attention to the increase sanctioned in the Hiil 
Tract Police and warned them to expect punislimcut in the event of 
any hostile movement among their tribes. < 

Ou receipt of this communication the Commissioner was called 
npon for a full report on the results of the meeting, and the policy to 
he adopted under present circumstances towards tlie Kookic tribes. 
It was pointed out that the Deputy Commissioner would have acted 
with more policy had he combined with his threat an assurance that 
the chiefs had nothing to fear so long as they maintained the friendly 
relations which it was our desire to cultivate. The necessity of con* 
ciliating tho chic& of the various tribes by assuring them of our pacific 
intentions so long os they refrained from outrage was strongly ui^cd 
on tho Commissioner. That officer’s report had not boon received up 
to tlie close of the year. 


The annexed return shews the amount of civil and revenue 

work done in the Uill 
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Tracts during tho year 
under review. The action 
of tho registration rules 
was reported to have 
been most beneficial ia 
the district, both as 
throwing to a certain 
extent a hindrance iu 
the way of borrowing, 
and also as ensuring that 
the borrower shall clearly 
understand the eiigagc* 
ments he enters into. 
Tlic decrease in civil and 
revenue coses is strik¬ 
ing. 
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The agiouut of 
crime reported during 
the year is noted ou 
the margin. The 
number of persons 
under trial during tlio ^ 
same period wus 140| 
of whom 08 were con> 
?ictcd, t>7 acquitted 
or released^ 4 dM, 
escaped, or were 
otherwise disposed of^ 
and 11 wore pcnd« 
iug trial at the close 
of the year.

They have since been considerably 
modified by the formation of a new division under the design at iou of 
the Cooch Bebar Division, which comprises the territory ceded by the 
llootan Government, the sub-division of IStalyah in the district of 
Hangpore so far as its crimind jarisdiction is concerned, the (Hr- 
tricts of Duigceling, Gowalparah, and the Garrow Hills, and the native 
state of Ccx>ch Bchar so long as it may eoiitinuc uuder British 
management. The district jurisdictions have further been altered by 
the transfer of the hill conutry west of the river Tccsta from the 
Western Dooars to Daijecling, by the formation of the rest of the 
Western Dooars, with the criminal jurisdiction of the sub-division 
ofTitalyah, into a separate district, to be administered by a* Deputy 
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ComiuiuiCMker, and hj the abolition of the Beratv Commiadonerehip 
of the Eastern Dooais and the annexation oi those Dooars to the 
district of Gowalparah. The administrative staff of the nev division 
has at the same time been remodelled^ and fixed on the following scalej 
vh.j a Commissioner on lls. 2,500 a month, of which Ra. 1,000 are to 
be pud hj the Cooch Behar State and Be. 1,500 hy the British 
Government, a Deputj Commissioner at Cooch Behar on a salary of 
Its. 1,000 to be paid by the Cooch Behar State, a Deputy Commissioner 
for the Western Dooan on Ka. 1,000, two Aasistaut Commissionera 
for the same, one at Rs. COO and the other at Rs. 600, one Extra 
Asaistnnt CommiMioDor for the same at Da. 400, and one Assistant 
Com mission or for the Eastern Dooars at Ra. GOO. The Commissioner 
of the Division has been authorised to exercise, in addition to the 
functions of Comenissiooer of Revenue and Circuit, the powers of 
a Session Judge and the judicial appellate and controlling authority 
in both the Civil and Criminal Depurtibents aeconling to the laws 
already in force. These arrangements have received the sanction of 
the Government of India and of the Secretary of State, and came 
into efTcct from the 1st of January last. 

The administration of the native state of Cooch Behar was 

carried on in the some manner as in 
A<iraiuiu»ti<m of Coocb Bebtr. the preceding year, the arrangements 

made before having been but partially 
modified. Tlie Commissioner having resumed his duties in the pro* 
vince, the oTIioc of Judge held by a native has been abolished, and the 
duties tnuisTcrrcd to the Deputy Commissioner. All suits for rent 
liavc at the sumo time been trauuerred to the Dewan, who before only 
took cognixance of suits for rent of the current ; ear. The office of 
Sadder Ameco has further been abolished, aud also tliat of Naib 
Devauy and Fouzdary Ahilkar; but it was intended to re-establish 
the latter. 

Some progress has also been made in the work of raising the 
Civil Courts of the }irovince to the atandard of Uic Zillah Courts in 
Bengal. The proceedings have been much curtailed, and the Courts 
have boon enjoined generally to follow the procedure of Act YlII 
of 1859.

fiioncr in the course of bia cold ircatUcr tour ; and lie found the people 
in them well disposed and pros))croiiR. The estate of Sirgoojali hod 
ftuficred to ftorac extent from the unusual drou^dit of but not 

so iimch us the country below the ghauUi and tUo )H*<>ple More on tho 
whole in easy uircumatanccs. The only complaint nimle by them was 
ill regard to the system of forced labor, which pressed hard on tlie 
industry of the ogrivultural cliistcs. By thi«4 system each niaii has to 
give to the raj iiflecn days labor in the year; but the actual rent paid 
is on tho other baud very light. 


The estates not visited dunng the year were tho5ic of Odeyporc, 

(iaiig|)ore, Boiiai, and Chang Bhukur. 

Tar Ihi- niunftcc. oi^'ioogrmnilt of all IhcsC CatutCS, 

of Ilu. «t K«r.-<Ui. ns wt:ll M of Sirgooguh ai.d Ji.shporr, 

M'as iu the same hands as before ; and on the wltolc the chiefs bad 
discliarsed tbclr duties in a satisfactory manner. In Koioah, as was 
stated in last year’s report, the maDagement of affairs, was after the 
death of Uauee Kudum Koomarec, allowed to mnaui in the hands of 
her dcwaii, Boolura Sing. But it was subsequently assumed by liancc 
Jluiu Kooinarcfi, the younger widow of the late Kajah, on behalf of her 
soiij and tins having been followed by the dismissal of Bool urn Sing 
from oUicc, thn rcsidt was great confusion and disonicr iti the trans¬ 
action of business. To introduce a better order of things tlio Com¬ 
missioner, during bis visit to the estate, isodilied the arrangement 
previously made, to this extent, that while tho direction of afTuirs 
generally, and tlic control of receipts and cxiiciufituio were left in the 
hands of the Jlaiiec, she was persuaded to he guided hy the advice of 
a Punchayut or Council in the disposal of all executive duties of im- 
))ortance, and also to appoint Doolum Sing as Darogah or ('liicf Ofheer 
of Police. This arrangement was preferred as being most in accordance 
with tlie wishes of the Jagliccrdars and the people. If it does not 
answer, the estate will be placed under the management of a paid 
Surburakar or manager.

The administration of the Tributary Mchals of Cuttach liaa been 

comparatively quiet and satis* 
stat« of the Ueban during tbe roor. factory throughout the year. Tlie 

disturbances in Bamunghatce, in 
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Mohurbhunji wliich were noticed in lut Tear's report, bad (;pznpletclv 
subsided* with the tuspcnsiozi of the Rajab^s authority in the per^nnah 
aud the assumption of its management by the Deputy Commissioner 
of Singbhpom* The rerenne collections and police enquiries both in 
Bamunghatee and Ooperbhag are now conducted through the heads 
of peers and Tillages, and this system bad answered fully in restoring 
order, the aboriginal pcgmlation having at once returned to their lands 
and occupations, and the first instalment of rents for the year having been 
realised without difficulty. The state of affairs in Moburbhunj itself 
was atiU very disorderly; but here also the exertions of the Assistant 
Superintendent of the Tributary Mehals, who was specially deputed 
to the place, had succeeded to some extent in making up the 
differences between the Rajah and the heads of poors and villages, and 
engagements had been entered into with most of the latter for tho 
payment of a fixed rent in place of tho arbitrary and constantly 
changing assessments hitherto levied from them by the Rajah. In 
Kconjhur the intrigues noticed in last year's report had ceased. 
Tho young Rajah will assume charge'of his estate on the 10th 
September 1867. In Pal Lehra the chief had been as usual at 
feud with his tenantry and jsgheerdars, but the moat important 
of these disputes has been alroady finally settled. In Athmullick 
some disturbances wore created f^r a time by a band of men who 
levied black mail and plundered the villages on the Athmullick and 
Reracolc boundary, but the offenders having been captured and 
punished the country has remained quiet ever since.* The other 
estates were also perfectly quiet throughout tho year ; and a deputa* 
tion from the Khund Sirdan, which wmted on the Commissioner at 
the beginning of the year, assured him that they were very happy 
and contented. 

In the Tributary Mehals the pressure of famine, which was felt 
so severely in the ncighbouriDg province of Cuttack, was compara* 
tively light, with the exception of the country at foot of the 
hills adjoining the Balasore district in Neelgiri and Moburbhunj. 
One of the main reasons for this was that the hill people have many 
resources in jungle fruits and roots, to which they resort in times of 
scarcity and thereby eke out their stores of nee. The crops of 
mangoes and mowa in the hills were moreover abundant, and the rice 
crop was nowhere an entire failure. The plains adjoining Balasore in 
Neelgiri and Mohuibhuni however snffered severely from drought, 
and many starving families from these estates made their way to 
Balasore and helped to swell the number of applicants who crowded 
there for relief. 

The estates which remained under the direct management of 
FluneUI eondiiioD of tbs mUIm ovdor direct Buniaasent.
